BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Section  19  of  Chapter  28  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
1946,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  paragraph  2  as  follows: 

2.  SPECIFIC  TRAFFIC  REGULATIONS 

A.  In  streets  or  allwys  within  the  area  known  as  the  Central  Business  District,  (CBD ) : 
the  area  bounded  by  Superior  Street,  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  Clay  Street,  and  Fairfield 
Avenue  and  in  streets  defined  by  Ordinance  as  "Through"  or  "Preferential",  disruptions  to 
existing  street  and  alley  surfaces  will  be  regarded  as  -  ROUTINE  MAINTENANCE  WORK,  CONSTRUCTION 
WORK,  or  EMERGENCY  WORK.  Disruptions  shall  mean  any  cut  into  existing  surfaces  for  maintenance 
or- improvement ,  any  reconstruction  or  restoration  of  roadway  or  sidewalk  surfaces,  any  resur¬ 
facing  of  existing  roadways,  and  any  entree  into  existing  manholes  and  vaults  for  any  purpose 

whatsoever. 

1  For  ROUTINE  MAINTENANCE  WORK  which  involves  only  entree  into  existing  manholes  and 
vaults,  work  may  be  performed  at  any  time  except  between  the  hours  7:00  -  9:00  A.M.  and 
4:00  -  6:00  P.M. ,  Monday  through  Saturday,  providing  that  not  more  than  one  lane  of 
traffic  is  blocked.  Sidewalk  vaults  and  manholes  may  be  entered  during  any  hour  as  long  as 
vehicular  traffic  is  not  disrupted. 


/ 


2.  For  CONSTRUCTION  WORK: 

(a)  All  reasonable  efforts  will  be  made  by  the  utility  involved  to  cooperate  with 
City  authorities  on  closing  the  streets,  blocking  of  traffic  lanes,  and  in  the 
use  of  additional  shifts  so  as  to  complete  the  work  as  readily  as  possible. 

(b)  All  underground  construction  of  major  proportions  shall  be  designed  so  as  to 
facilitate  ease  of  work  ensuing  under  traffic,  where  possible. 

(c)  Underground  and  surface  construction  of  minor  proportions  shall  be  designed  so 
as  to  incorporate  coverage  of  the  work  area  with  steel  plating  to  facilitate 
traffic  usage  during  non-work  hours  and  during  the  hours  of  7:00  -  9:00  A.M. 
and  4:00  -  6:00  P.M. 

(d)  All  utility  underground  construction  shall  be  in  accordance  with  City  of  Fort 
Wayne  general  detailed  specifications  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  on 
August  14,  1961;  pp.  47-49  and  any  revisions  made  thereto. 

(e)  Utilities  will  avoid  initiating  new  CONSTRUCTION  WORK  wherever  possible  during 
the  period  starting  the  Saturday  prior  to  Thanksgiving  Day  and  ending  on  New 
Years  Day. 

3.  For  EMERGENCY  WORK,  the  utilities  will  normally  work  on  a  continuous  basis  and  will  be 
permitted  to  perform  this  work  at  any  time  without  any  imposed  restrictions  except  to 
cooperate  with  the  City  authorities  in  regard  to  traffic  contraol  and  public  safety  matters 
and  to  minimize  to  the  extent  reasonably  possible,  any  disruptions  to  the  activities  of  the 
Central  Business  District.  The  designation  of  an  EMERGENCY  for  a  particular  utility  will 
in  all  cases  initially  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  utility  involved.  These  situations 
woiyld  include  those  where  the  public  safety  and  welfare  are  involved,  unrealistic  economic 
hardships  are  imposed,  jeopardy  to  utility  services  exists,  and  losses  of  utility  services 
to  areas  and/or  customers  would  persist. 

4.  Every  effort  shall  be  made  to  close  only  one  traffic  lane  at  a  time  in  any  street.  No 
disruptions  shall  close  more  than  one-half  of  a  street  at  any  one  time  except  where 
necessity  dictates. 

5.  Excavation  material  shall  not  remain  in  the  roadways  when  the  roadway  is  required  to  be 
open  to  traffic,  unless  permission  is  granted  to  do  otherwise. 

B.  All  disruptions  into  roadways  and  sidewalks  shall  be  barricaded  and  delineated  with  signs, 
flashers  and/or  lights,  etc.,  as  the  situation  may  require  in  general  accordance  with  schemetic 
plans  on  file  in  the  Board  of  Works  offices.  Additional  delineation  may  be  utilized  as  the 
Utility  or  Contractor  desires.  The  job  site  shall  be  properly  identified  as  to  the  utility 
responsible  for  the  work  performed. 

C.  All  street  openings  being  restored  with  concrete  shall  utilize  high-early  strength  proportion- 
ings.  Where  backfill  procedures  require  an  asphaltic  thickness  over  concrete  or  in  cases  of 

open  trenches,  and  where  cuts  are  narrow  and  at  approximate  right  angles  to  traffic  lanes,  steel 
plating  shall  be  used  to  bridge  the  openings.  Barricades  may  be  used  fahere  cuts  are  wide  and/or 
longitudinal  to  the  traffic  lanes  and  in  cases  where  the  use  of  plating  is  not  necessary  or 
appropriat  e . 

D.  Where  steel  plating  is  necessary  it  shall  be  at  least  three-quarter  inch  in  thickness  and 
must  be  installed  to  prevent  rocking  or  shifting  due  to  vehicular  traffic.  Spiking  of  plates 
shall  be  permissable  on  asphalt  surfaces  only.  All  spking  must  be  secure  against  vigration. 

E.  Permits  for  CONSTRUCTION  WORK  shall  be  sought  at  least  72  hours  in  advance  of  the  proposed 
work  from  the  Board  of  Works,  after  final  approval  of  plans  by  City  Departments.  All  roadway 
construction  and  resurfacing  type  work  shall  require  a  permit.  All  permits  issued  by  the  Board 
of  Works  shall  require  approval  of  the  Police  Department  and  the  Traffic  Engineering  Department. 

F.  All  flagmen  utilitized  in  conjunction  with  permit  work  must  wear  clothing  which  clearly 
identifies  their  purpose  to  motorists.  This  may  include  ref&ective  florescent  vests  and  hard  hats. 

G.  After  city  working  hours  all  applications  for  permits  which  due  to  emergency  or  other 
necessity  must  be  secured  immediately,  the  Board  of  Works,  or  the  Police  Desk  Sergeant  will  be 
called  for  verbal  permission,  and  a  follow-up  made  through  regular  channels  the  following  city 
working  day  to  secure  the  normal  written  permit. 

H.  The  Board  of  Works  or  their  authorized  representative  shall  be  authorized  to  request 
stoppage  of  work  in  lieu  of  deviation  by  the  permittee  from  the  work  permit, 

I.  All  construction  work  on  state  highways  which  requires  State  but  not  City  permit,  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Works  upon  receipt  of  said  pern  it.

locality,  may  be  expected  to  arrest  the  decline  of  the  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  IT  has  been  found  and  determined  by  this  body  that  there  exists  in  this  locality 
certain  deteriorated  or  deteriorating  areas  for  whcih  a  program  of  concentrated  code  enforcement, 
combined  with  certain  public  improvements,  may  be  expected  to  arrest  the  decline  of  the  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  recogniaed  that  the  grant  of  funds  pursuant  to  Section  117  will  impose  certain 
obligations  and  responsibilities  upon  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  among  which  is  the  obligation  to 
assure  that  any  persons  who  may  be  displaced  as  a  result  of  the  code  enforcement  add  public 
improvements  programs  are  relocated  into  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  housing  in  accordance  with  the

4,  That  the  locality  has  a  program  for  and  will  provide  in  a  timely  manner  all  necessary 
public  improvements  for  the  code  enforcement  area.

AN  ORDINANCE  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
concerning  the  construction  of  extensions  and 
additions  to  the  waterworks  system  owned  and 
operated  by  said  City,  authorizing  the  issuance 
of  revenue  bonds  to  provide  for  the  cost  thereof, 
and  matters  connected  therewith, 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  is  the  owner  of  and  operates  an  unencumbered  water¬ 
works  furnishing  the  public  water  supply  to  said  City  and  its  inhabitants;  and 

WHEREAS ,  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  having  the  management  of  said  waterworks,  has 
determined,  and  the  Council  now  finds,  that  said  waterworks  is  in  need  of  certain  extensions 
and  additions,  consisting  of  the  Hurshtown  Reservoir,  reservoir  pumping  station,  Cedarville 
Reservoir  improvements  and  major  main  enlargements,  as  recommended  by  McNamee,  Porter  & 
Seeley,  the  City's  consulting  engineers;  that  said  extensions  and  additions  are  required 
in  order  to  protect  properly  the  health,  well-being  and  property  of  the  City  and  its 
inhabitants;  and 


WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  has  determined  that  the  cost  of  the  proposed 
extensions  and  additions,  based  upon  construction  bids  received  and  estimates  as  to 
contingencies  and  incidental  expenses,  will  be  Three  Million  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($3,200,000),  and  has  represented  to  the  Council,  and  the  Council  now  finds,  that,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  funds  for  said  project  may  be  provided  by 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenues  bonds  payable  solely  out  of  the  revenues  of  said  water¬ 
works  and  not  constituting  a  general  obligation  of  the  City;  that  under  the  provisions  of 
Ordinances  Numbered  2357  and  2454,  such  revenue  bonds  may  be  issued  provided  that  the  same 
are  made  junior  and  subordinate  in  all  respects  to  the  outstanding  bonds  designated  as 
"Waterworks  Revenue  Bonds  of  1951",  issued  under  date  of  March  1,  1951,  and  now  outstanding 
in  the  amount  of  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Forty  Eight  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,548,000),  maturing 
serially  over  a  period  ending  on  January  1,  1976,  and  on  a  parity  with  bonds  authorized  by 
Ordinance  No.  G-95-67  as  amended  by  Ordinances  Numbered  G-104-67  and  G-110-67,  and  designated 
as  "Waterworks  Revenue  Bonds  of  1967",  issued  under  date  of  November  1,  1967  and  now  out¬ 
standing  in  the  amount  of  Three  Million  Dollars  ($3,000,000),  maturing  serially  over  a 
period  ending  on  January  1,  2000;  and  that  the  revenues  of  the  City's  waterworks  will  be 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  thereof,  depreciation,  and  the 
servicing  of  said  outstanding  revenue  bonds  and  the  revenue  bonds  authorized  by  this 
ordinance,  provided  that  the  water  rates  and  charges  are  increased  concurrently  herewith:

terms  waterworks",  "water  system",  and  "system",  wherever  used  in  this  ordinanc^  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  and  include  the  existing  waterworks  owned  by  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and 
a  1  extensions,  additions  and  improvements  thereto  and  replacements  thereof  now  or  sub¬ 
sequently  constructed  or  acquired. 


SECTION  2.  Said  extensions  and  additions  shall  include  the  construction  and  installa¬ 
tion  of  the  Hurshtown  Reservoir,  reservoir  pumping  station,  Cedarville  Reservoir  improve¬ 
ments  and  major  main  enlargements,  all  of  which  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  McNamee,  Porter  &  Seeley,  consulting  engineers  of  Ann 
Arbor,  Michigan,  and  the  Engineering  Department  of  the  City's  Waterworks,  which  plans  and 
specifications  are  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference  and  are  hereby  approved.  The  Board  of 
Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  construction  and  installation  of  said 
extensions  and  additions,  and  to  enter  into  all  contracts  necessary  for  such  purpose  in  con 
formity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  of  said  Act:  provided  that  the  principal 
and  interest  of  all  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  be  paid  solely  and 
exclusively  from  the  revenues  of  said  waterworks  system  and  that  no  bonds  shall  be  issued 
or  sold  until  the  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Indiana  shall  have  been 
obtained  for  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  and  said  Commission  shall  have  certified  that  the 
income  and  revenues  of  the  waterworks  system,  in  addition  to  providing  for  operation, 


maintenance  and  depreciation  of  said  system,  are  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  and  the

The  income  and  revenues  of  the  City's  waterworks  system  shall  be  set  aside 
thereof  ir  k  M?ecial  fund  to  be  used  and  applied  in  the  maintenance  and  operation 
ereof,  in  establishing  a  depreciation  account  and  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  and

ordinance,  and  such  other  bonds  as  may  be  legally  payable  out  of  the  income  and  revenues 
e^wate.wor  in  accordance  with  their  respective  priorities  and  provisions.  The 
proportion  ot  the  gross  revenues  of  said  waterworks  that  shall  be  paid  into  the  several 
accounts  of  .aid  special  tund;  beginning  as  of  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  bonds  herein 
authorized,  is  hereby  fixed  and  determined  as  follows: 


(a)  0E6ration_and_Maintenance  Account,  Sixty-five  per  cent  (65%)  of  the  gross 
revenues  of  said  waterworks  shall  be  set  aside  into  the  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account, 
and  shall  be  used  solely  to  pay  the  necessary  costs  of  the  reasonable  and  proper  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  waterworks,  including  any  taxes  required  to  be  paid.  The  necessary 
cost  ot  the  reasonable  and  proper  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  waterworks  shall  in 
addition  to  the  usual  items  chargeable  to  operation  and  maintenance,  be  deemed  to  include 
the  reimbursement  of  the  funds  of  the  City's  electric  and  sewer  utilities  for  moneys  hereto 
tore  advanced  to  the  waterworks  and  used  in  the  operation  thereof  and  to  include  payments 
to  the  Civil  City  of  Fort  Wayne  in  lieu  of  taxes  which  would  be  payable  if  the  waterworks 
were  a  privately  owned  utility,  provided,  however,  that  no  payments  on  account  of  said 
additional  items  shall  be  made  which  will  in  any  wise  adversely  affect  or  jeopardize  the 
continued  operation  of  the  waterworks  or  interfere  with  the  payment  of  current  operating 
and  maintenance  charges  as  the  same  accrue.  The  funds  so  set  aside  for  operation  and  main 
tenance  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  that  purpose  until  a  surplus  shall  have  been 
accumulated  in  said  account  which  will  be  equal  to  the  cost  of  maintaining  and  operating 
the  system  during  the  remainder  of  the  calendar,  operating  or  fiscal  year  then  current, 
and  the  cost  of  maintaining  and  operating  said  system  during  the  calendar,  operating  or 
fiscal  year  then  next  ensuing.  Any  excess  over  such  surplus  may  be  transferred  to  the 
Depreciation  Account,  or  the  Bond  and  Interest  Redemption  Account  hereinafter  referred  to. 


(b)  QsEngc_iat ion  Account,  Twelve  per  cent  (12%>  of  the  gross  revenues  of  said 
waterworks  shall  be  set  aside  into  the  Depreciation  Account  and  shall  be  expended  in 
making  good  depreciation  in  the  waterworks  or  in  new  construction,  extensions  or  additions 
to  the  property  of  the  water-works.  Any  accumulations  in  said  Depreciation  Account  no 
required  for  immediate  use  may  be  invested  in  direct  obligations  of  the  United  States 
Government  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  and  if  so  invested  the  income  from  the  invest¬ 
ment  .hali  accrue  to  the  Depreciation  Account.  The  funds  in  said  account  shall  not  be 
used  for  any  purpose  other  than  as  herein  provided. 


<c)  Bond  and  Interest  Redemption  Account.  Twenty- three  per  cent  (23%)  of  the  gross 
revenue,  or  the  waterworks  shall,  as  such  revenues  are  received,  be  set  apart  and  paid  into 
a  special  account  to  be  identified  as  the  "Bona  and  Interest  Redemption  Account,"  The  funds 
in  said  account  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  and  principal 
of  the  Waterworks  Revenue  Bonds  of  1967,  issued  pursuant  to  Ordinance  No,  G- 95-67  as 
amended  by  Ordinance:  Numbered  G  104  67  and  G  i 1 0  67  the  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  any  bonds  hereafter  issued  ranking  on  a  parity  therewith, 
to  the  extent  required  for  that  purpose,  subject,  however  to  the  prior  payment  from  said 
account,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  thereof,  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  certain 
revenue  bonds  designated  "Waterworks  Revenue  Bonds  of  1951,"  issued  pursuant  to  Ordinances 
Numbered  2357  and  2454,  If  and  when  a  surplus  shall  be  created  in  said  Bond  and  Interest 
Redemption  Account  which  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  interest  on  and  principal  of  the  bonds, 

plus  ten  per  cent  (10%),  which  are  payable  during  the  then  current  calendar,  operating  or 
fiscal  year,  together  with  the  amount  of  interest  on  and  principal  of  the  bonds  which  will 
become  due  and  payable  during  the  calendar,  operating  or  fiscal  year  then  next  ensuing,  then 
any  excess  over  such  surplus  may  be  transferred  to  either  the  Operation  and  Maintenance 
Account  or  the  Depreciation  Account.  In  the  event  any  of  the  bonds  payable  out  of  said 
Bond  and  Interest  Redemption  Account  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  any 
such  excess  over  such  surplus  may  also  be  used  in  the  redemption  of  outstanding  bonds' at 
not  more  than  the  redemption  prices  and  in  accordance  with  the  redemption  provisions 
applicable  thereto. 


All  of  the  funds  of  said  several  accounts  shall  be  deposited  in  lawful  depositories 
of  the  City  and  shall  be  continuously  held  and  secured,  or  invested  as  provided  by  the  laws 
of  Indiana  relating  to  the  depositing,  securing  and  holding,  or  investing  of  public  funds/ 
including  particularly  Chapter  9  of  the  Acts  of  1945,  as  amended.  In  no  event  shall  any'’ 
of  the  revenues  of  said  waterworks  be  transferred  or  used  for  any  purpose  not  authorized 
by  this  ordinance  or  reasonable  implied  by  the  provisions  hereof,  so  long  as  there  are 
outstanding  any  bonds  payable  out  of  the  income  and  revenues  of  the  City's  waterworks. 


SECTION  4.  For  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  with  which  to  pay  the  cost  of  con¬ 
struction  and  installation  of  the  extensions  and  additions  to  its  waterworks,  the  City  shall 
issue  its  revenue  bonds  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  said  Act, 
which  bonds  shall  be  payable  only  out  of  the  special  Bond  and  Interest  Redemption  Account 
herein  provided  for,  and  shall  be  designated  as  "Waterworks  Revenue  Bonds  of  1968",  Said 
bonds  shall  be  in  a  principal  amount  not  exceeding  Three  Million  Two  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($3,200,000),  in  the  denomination  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000)  each,  numbered 
consecutively  from  1  up,  dated  as  of  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  said  bonds  are 
sold,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  or  rates  not  exceeding  five  and  one-half  per  cent 
(5 2%)  per  annum  (the  exact  rate  or  rates  to  be  determined  by  bidding),  which  interest  shall 
be  payable  semi-annually  on  January  1  and  July  1  of  each  year,  beginning  on  July  1,  1969, 
and  shall  be  evidenced  by  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds.  Both  bonds  and  interest  coupons

SECTION  9,  Any  accrued  interest  and  any  premium  received  at  the  time  of  the  delivery 
of  the  bonds  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  and  Interest  Redemption  Account  hereinbefore 
referred  to.  The  remaining  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  shall  upon  receipt  be 
deposited  in  a  bank  or  banks  which  are  legally  designated  and  qualified  depositories  for 
the  funds  of  the  City  in  a  special  account  or  accounts  to  be  designated  as  "City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  1968  Waterworks  Construction  Account."

The  city  shall  keep  proper  books  of  records  and  accounts,  separate  from 
all  of  its  other  records  and  accounts,  in  which  complete  and  correct  entries  shall  be  made 
showing  all  revenues  collected  from  said  waterworks  and  deposited  in  the  special  accounts 
hereinbefore  established  and  all  disbursements  made  therefrom  and  all  transactions  relating 
to  said  waterworks.  There  shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  the  original  purchaser  of  the 
bonds,  and,  upon  written  request,  to  any  holder  of  the  bonds,  not  more  than  sixty  (60)  days 
after  the  close  of  each  annual  fiscal  period,  operating  and  income  statements  and  balance 
sheets  of  the  waterworks,  in  reasonable  detail,  covering  such  annual  fiscal  period,  together 
with  a  statement  of  the  balances  as  of  the  close  of  such  fiscal  year  in  each  of  the  accounts 
hereinbefore  referred  to  in  this  ordinance,  which  statements  shall  be  prepared  by  an  inde¬ 
pendent  certified  public  accountant.  Such  annual  statements  shall  also  include  a  statement 
as  to  the  number  of  customers  of  the  waterworks  at  the  close  of  said  fiscal  year,  and  the 
number  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year,  and  comments  of  said  accountant  relative  to  the 
manner  in  which  the  City  has  carried  out  the  requirements  of  this  ordinances  and  any  other 
ordinances  authorizing  then  outstanding  bonds.  The  fees  or  charges  of  such  accountant  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  cost  of  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  waterworks.  Copies  of  all  such 
statements  and  reports  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Controller 
Any  holder  of  the  bonds  shall  have  the  right  at  all  reasonable  times  to  inspect  the  water¬ 
works  and  the  records,  accounts  and  data  of  the  City  relating  thereto.  Such  inspections  may 
be  made  by  representatives  duly  authorized  by  written  instrument s 

SECTION  11.  The  City  shall,  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by  law,  establish, 
maintain  and  collect  reasonable  and  just  rates  and  charges  for  the  services  and  facilities 
affdrded  by  said  waterworks  which  will  provide  revenues  at  least  sufficient  to  pay  the 
reasonable  and  proper  cost  of  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  waterworks,  to  provide 
a  proper  and  reasonable  depreciation  account,  and  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest 
on  all  bonds  payable  from  the  revenues  of  the  waterworks  as  the  same  become'  due,  and 
provide  a  surplus  or  margin  of  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  the  principal  and  interest  due  each 
year,  which  shall  be  cumulative.

(b)  (1)  The  amount  of  gross  revenues  of  the  waterworks  allocated  by  SECTION  3  (c)  of 
this  ordinance  to  and  deposited  in  the  Bond  and  Interest  Redemption  Account  in  the  calendar 
year  immediately  preceding  the  issuance  of  any  such  addition  parity  bonds  shall  be  not  less 
than  one  hundred  twenty-five  per  cent  (125%)  of  the  maximum  annual  interest  and  principal

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(e)  So  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized  are  outstanding,  the  City  shall  not 
mortgage,  pledge  or  otherwise  encumber  its  waterworks  or  any  part  thereof,  and  shall  not 
sell,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  portion  thereof  except  such  equipment  which  may 
become  worn  out  or  obsolete,  and  shall  be  replaced;  nor  shall  the  City,  except  as  provided 
in  SECTION  12  hereof,  execute  or  issue  any  additional  bonds  or  other  obligations  pledging 
any  portion  of  the  revenues  of  said  waterworks  unless  the  same  be  made  subordinate  and

SECTION  1.  Section  105.3.8  of  Division  100  of  Chapter  37  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  1946,  as  amended  and  recodified  by  General  Ordinance  No,  G-66-66,  passed  by 
the  Common  Council  on  June  14,  1966,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  June  15,  1966,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  Building  Code,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

"105.3.8.1  Temporary  Journeyman  Plumbers  License  -

AN  ORDINANCE  amending  the  Building  Code 
to  include  swimming  pools,  and  imposing 
penalties . 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Section  104  of  Division  100  of  Chapter  37  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  1946,  as  amended  and  recodified  by  General  Ordinance  No.  G-66-66,  passed  by  the 
Common  Council  on  June  14,  1966,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  Junr  15,  1966,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  Building  Code,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  phe  following: 

"104.7  Swimming  Pools 

104.7.1  Inspection  and  Test  -  All  work  covered  by  Division  1100  of  this  Code  shall  be 
inspected  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.  The  Plumbing  and  Electrical  Inspectors 
shall  be  consulted  for  portions  pertaining  to  their  areas. 

104.7.2  Authority  -  The  Building  Commissioner  is  hereby  given  full  authority  to  approve 
or  disapprove  any  materials  or  devices  not  specifically  provided  for  in  Division 
1100,  Where  such  materials  or  devices  are  of  such  a  nature  calling  for  a  major 
change,  deviation  or  addition  to  Code  requirements,  a  written  description  shall 
be  forwarded  to  the  Technical  Advisory  Board. 

104.7.3  Special  Tests  -  The  Inspector  may  require  such  tests  as  deemed  necessary  to  properly 
ascertain  the  safeness  of  a  product  or  installation  covered  by  Division  1100 
In  this  he  may  call  upon  any  other  official  or  body  for  assistance. 


104.7.4  Work  Covered  -  The  Inspector  may  require  the  removal  of  material  or  construction 
which  covers  work  before  an  opportunity  was  given  for  inspection, 

104.7.5  Right  of  Entry  -  The  Inspector  and  his  consultants  and  assistants  shall  have  the 
right  of  entry  for  inspection  during  reasonable  hours. 

104.7.6  Final  Inspection  -  The  Inspector  shall  make  a  final  inspection  of  a  completed 
installation  covered  by  this  Code  within  five  (5)  working  days  after  receipt  of 
request  for  such  inspection," 

SECTION  2.  Section  105  of  Division  100  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following: 


"105.7  Swimming  Pools 

105.7.1  License  Required  -  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to 
engage  in  the  business  of  installing,  repairing  or  altering  swimming  pools  without 
having  first  obtained  a  license  for  doing  such  work  from  the  Building  Commissioner, 

105.7.2  Obtaining  a  License  -  The  Building  Commissioner  shall  grant  a  license  upon  submission 
by  the  applicant  of  the  following  affidavits:  Four  (4)  from  persons,  firms  or 
corporations  regularly  engaged  in  supplying  materials  attesting  to  the  competency 

of  the  applicant  with  regard  to  the  construction  of  swimming  pools.  A  General 
Building  Contractor,  regularly  engaged  in  construction  work  in  Fort  Wayne,  may  be 
granted  a  License  by  the  Building  Commissioner. 

105.7.3  Revocation  of  License  -  The  Building  Commissioner  may  revoke  any  license  he  has 
issued  for  cause  or  upon  discovery  of  fraud  in  connection  with  the  obtaining  of 
the  license. 

105.7.4  Term  of  License  -  All  licenses  shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  beginning  January  1 
and  ending  December  31." 

SECTION  3.  Section  108  of  Division  100  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following: 

"108.7  Swimming  Pools 

108.7.1  Need  for  Permit  -  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to 
construct,  alter  or  eepair  a  swimming  pool  covereed  by  Division  1100  without 
first  having  obtained  a  permit  to  do  said  work  from  the  Building  Commissioner. 

Repairs  or  alterations  costing  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  are 
excluded  from  this  requirement. 

108.7.2  Resident  Owner  -  Any  person  who  owns  and  occupies  a  single  family  residence  may 
obtain  a  permit  to  construct,  alter  or  repair  a  swimming  pool  on  his  own 
personal  property  for  his  own  personal  use.  A  permit  must  be  obtained  and 
inspections  made  in  the  usual  manner. 

108.7.3  Application  for  Permit  -  The  application  for  a  permit  shall  include  plans  and 
specifications  in  duplicate  and  in  sufficient  detail  to  show  clearly  the  following: 

a.  Pool  dimensions  including  depths  and  volume  in  gallons. 

b.  Plot  plan  showing  relationships  of  pool  to  lot  lines  and  existing  and 
proposed  buildings. 

c.  Fencing  plan  including  description  of  fence  and  all  gates. 

d.  Electrical  and  Grounding  Plan. 

e •  Plumbing  and  waste  disposal  and  filtering  systems. 

f.  Pool  construction  showing  materials  to  be  used,  using  trade  names  if  available. 

A  statement  from  a  Registered  Architect  or  Engineer  shall  be  included  attesting 
to  the  fact  that  the  pool  walls  will  withstand  external  forces  when  the  pool  is 
empty  or  full.  The  forces  occurring  during  the  spring  thaw  may  be  excluded. 

g.  Written  approval  from  the  Sewer  and  Water  Department  Engineers  with  regard  to 
sewer  and  water  taps  where  necessary." 

SECTION  4.  Section  109  of  Division  100  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following:  8 

"109.8  Swimming  Pools 

109.8.1  Fees  for  Permits  -  See  Section  109.1.1" 

SECTION  5.  The  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  Division  1100  as 
rollows:

SWIMMING  POOLS 


1101  Scope  of  this  Division 

The  provisions  of  this  Division  of  this  Code  shall  be  held  to  be  the  minimum  requirements 
for  the  construction,  alteration  and  repair  of  swimming  pools  within  the  jurisdictional 
authority  of  this  Code,  For  the  purposes  of  this  Code,  a  swimming  pool  is  defined  as  any 
construction  pool  or  portable  pool,  used  for  swimming  or  wadimg,  with  walls  at  least 
twenty  four  (24)  inches  in  height  or  having  a  surface  area  in  excess  of  two  hundred  fifty 
(250)  square  feet  and  which  is  used  as  a  swimming  pool  in  connection  with  a  Family  Dwelling 
Unit  and  is  available  only  to  the  resident  householder,  his  family  and  his  private  guests. 

1101.1  Other  Divisions  of  the  Code.  -  The  standards  and  rules  for  the  work  of  trades  such 

as  electrical,  plumbing,  heating  and  the  like  which  are  set  forth  in  other 
Divisions  of  this  Code  shall  apply  in  this  Division  wherever  applicable. 

1102  Alternate  Materials  and  Construction 

1102.1  Obtaining  Approval  to  Use  -  Types  of  construction  and/or  material  which  are  not 

specifically  mentioned  in  this  Code  shall  be  accepted  as  Approved  Alternates 
under  this  Code  provided  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

a.  Evidence  shall  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  Building  Commissioner  attesting 
to  the  worth  of  the  requested  alternate.  Such  evidence  must  be  from  a  laboratory 
or  agency  generally  accepted  as  competent  by  engineering  authorities. 

b.  The  Building  Commissioner  shall  accept  such  alternate  materials  or  types  of 

construction  and  shall  record  same  with  the  record  of  any  permit  as  an  Approved 

Alternate  provided  the  above  evidence  does  show  that  the  requested  alternate  is 
equal  to,  or  better  than,  the  minimum  requirements  set  forth  herein. 

c.  For  the  purposes  of  examining  any  claim  regarding  a  request  for  an  Approved 
Alternate,  the  Building  Commissioner  or  his  designate  shall  have  all  reasonable 
right  of  entry  to  any  place  of  manufacture,  testing,  erection  or  assembly  of 
such  material  or  construction.  If  such  on-site  inspection  is  impractical,  the 
Building  Commissioner  may  accept  affidavits  from  the  manufacturer  or  erector  of 
said  alternate  that  the  alternate  does  indeed  meet  the  requirements  of  this  Code 
in  intent, 

d.  When  the  Building  Commissioner  is  satisfied  that  the  alterante  is  satisfactory, 
he  shall  so  state  and  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  alternate  to  be  placed  in  the 
Approved  Alternates  file  which  then  becomes  available  for  the  general  public  to 
use,  unless  withdrawn  by  the  Technical  Advisory  Board  per  paragraph  "e"  below. 

e.  The  Building  Commissioner  shall  apprise  the  Technical  Advisory  Board  of 
Approved  Alternates  when  they  are  sodesignated .  The  Technical  Advisory  Board,  if 
it  concures  with  the  Building  Commissioner  shall  cause  the  Code  to  be  amended  to 
include  the  Approved  Alternate.  If  the  Board  does  not  concur  with  the  Building 
Commissioner's  findings,  he  shall  be  instructed  to  remove  the  alternate  from  the 
Approved  Alternate  file  and  to  refrain  from  allowing  the  alternate  to  be  used, 
except  ahat  the  approval  given  by  the  Building  ommissioner  to  the  original 
requestor  shall  not  be  withdrawn. 

1103  Repair  and/or  Alteration  of  Existing  Swimming  Pool 

When  an  existing  swimming  pool  is  repaired  or  altered  and  the  value  of  such  repair  or 
alteration  exceeds  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  the  entire  pool  must  be  made  to  conform 
with  this  Code. 

1104  Construction 

1104.1  Side  and  End  Walls  -  the  side  and  end  walls  of  the  pool  may  be  constructed  of 

concrete  (poured  or  sprayed),  concrete  block,  fiberglass,  galvanized  steel, 
aluminum  or  wood.  In  the  Aatter  case,  evidence  of  proper  treatment  shall  be 
included  in  the  application  for  the  permit.  Regardless  of  material  used,  the 
walls  must  be  capable  of  supporting  tehmselves  against  pressures  generated  when 
the  pool  is  either  full  or  empty.  It  will  be  permissible  to  require  tha  t  the 
pool  (if  in-the-ground  type)  be  filled  during  the  spring  thaw  period  to  prevent 
flotation.  A  certificate  from  a  Registered  Architect  or  Engineer  must  be  submitted 
attesting  to  these  strength  requirements .  (See  Section  108.6.4) 

1104.2  Bottom  -  The  pool  bottom  shall  be  constructed  of  sand,  concrete,  grout  or  material 
approved  for  the  purpose.  When  concrete  or  grout  are  used,  reinforcing  of  not 
less  than  6"  x  6"  x  #10  mesh  shall  be  used. 

Liner  -  Liners  may  be  used  on  walls  and/or  bottom  of  pools.  The  liner  shall  be 
used  for  water  containment  only  and  shall  not  be  considered  to  supply  any 
structural  strength.

Decks  -  When  decks  are  installed  adjacent  to  the  pool,  precautions  shall  be  taken 
to  assure  that  the  deck  will  not  separate  from  the  pool  walls.  Decks  shall  be 
pitched  to  drain  away  from  the  pool  and  shall  be  surfaced  in  any  approved  nonskid 
manner . 


1104.5  Recirculation  and  Filtering  -  A  recirculation  and  filtering  system  shall  be  installed 
which  will  operate  at  a  rate  to  cause  two  (2)  complete  changes  of  water  each 
twenty-four  (24)  hours.  The  plans  shall  show  that  pipe,  grate,  pump  and  filter 
sizes  shall  provide  this  capacity.  The  filter  shall  be  readily  accessible  for 
cleaning.  The  recirculation  system  for  an  in-the-ground  pool  shall  include  at 
least  one  (1)  main  drain  located  at  the  bottom  of  the  pool  and  necessary  return 
lines.  For  above- the -ground  pools  a  self-contained  unit,  designed  for  the 
purpose,  may  be  used  provided  the  required  water  changes  are  met. 

1104.6  Drainage  System  -  Provisions  shall  be  made  for  draining  the  pool  completely. 

If  this  is  accomplished  by  a  main  gravity  drain,  a  readily  accessible  valve  shall 
be  provided  on  such  drain.  The  water  must  be  piped  to  a  storm  sewer  if  one  is 
available  to  the  premises,  or  failing  this,  to  a  sanitary  sewer  if  approved. 

The  Sewer  and  Water  Engineering  Department  will  specify  the  facilities  needed  and 
may,  in  extreme  cases,  require  the  installation  of  a  dry  well  or  wells,  but  in 
no  case  shall  adjoining  property  be  endangered.  In  the  case  of  an  above-ground 
pool,  provisions  shall  be  made  so  that  water  from  a  gross  tank  rupture  will  not 
damage  adjoining  property. 

1105  Fences  and  Enclosures 


1105.1  In-the-ground  Pools  -  At  least  fehe  entire  pool  area  including  not  less  than  the 

deck  areas  shall  be  enclosed  by  a  fence  not  less  than  four  (4)  feet  in  height  and 
made  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  climbining  difficult,  A  dwelling  house  may  serve 
in  lieu  of  the  fence  when  said  house  adjoins  the  pool  area.  Entrances  or  gates 
through  the  fence  must  be  of  the  self-closing  and  self -latching  type.  The 
operating  lever  of  the  gate  shall  not  be  accessible  from  the  outside  of  the  fence 
below  four  (4)  feet  above  the  ground.  A  door  from  a  dwelling  house  is  exempt 
from  these  provisions. 

1105.2  Above-Ground  Pools  -  Deck  areas  constructed  at  the  top  of  the  tank  shall  have  a 

substantial  railing  installed  on  the  off-pool  side,  and  if  the  deck  is  less  than 
four  (4)  feet  from  the  ground,  the  railing  shall  be  a  non-cibimbable  fence.  The 
exterior  tank  walls  shall  be  made  in  a  manner  that  makes  climbing  difficult. 
Ladders  and/or  stairways  providing  access  to  the  deck  or  pool  shall  be  protected 
at  the  bottom  with  a  self-closing  and  self - latching  gate.  It  shall  not  be 
easy  to  by-pass  the  gate  by  climbing.  All  ladders  and/or  stairways  must  be 
equipped  with  a  substantial  handrail.  In  lieu  of  these  exclusionare  requirements 
on  the  pool  structure,  a  fence  may  be  installed  on  the  ground  which  meets  the 
requirements  of  an  in-the-ground  pool. 

1106  Piping  -  All  underground  piping  shall  be  copper,  cast  iron,  stainless  steel,  NSF  approved 
plastic  or  approved  equivalent.  In  all  cases,  the  pipe  must  be  rated  to  withstand  eighty 
(80)  pounds  per  square  inch  pressure  (internal) .  Any  permanent  connection  to  a  potable 
water  system  shall  be  so  made  as  to  prevent  backfeed  from  the  pool  into  said  system. 

Such  connection  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 


Electrical  -  All  electrical  work  shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  Division  400  of  this 
Code.  The  provisions  of  Article  680  of  the  National  Electrical  Code  shall  be  the  minimum 
requirements.  Pools  with  water  depths  exceeding  five  (5)  feet  must  have  one  or  more 
underwater  lights  which  will  illuminate  the  deepest  part  of  the  pool.  A  readily  accessible 
and  clearly  identified  swithh  shall  be  installed  which  will  disconnect  all  pool  circuits. 


1108  Safety  Equipment  -  All  pools  shall  be  equipped  with  at  least  one  (1)  shepherd's  crook 
with  a  handle  sufficiently  long  to  reach  the  bottom  of  the  pool  at  the  center. 

1109  Non-Concorming  Installations  -  All  swimming  poofcs  is  use  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this 
Division  as  a  part  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Building  Code  shall  be  made  tocomply  with  Sections 
1104.5,  1104.6,  1105,  1107  and  1108  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  said  passage. 

SECTION  6.  Chapter  28B  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of  Fort  wayne,  Indiana,  1946  is 
hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  7.  This  Ordinance  shall  become  (Effective  upon  its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor 
and  publication  as  required  by  law.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  G-37-68 

AN  ORDINANCE  amending  the  Building  Code 
with  respect  to  signs. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Section  105.6.4  of  Division  100  of  Chapter  37  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  1946,  as  amended  and  recodified  by  General  Ordinance  No.  G-66-66,  passed 
by  the  Common  Council  on  June  14,  1966,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  June  15,  1966,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  Building  Code,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Examinations  -  The  Examining  Board  (see  Section  106)  shall  grant  licenses  to  Sign  Painters 
or  Sign  Contractors.  The  Board  shall  issue  certificates  to  those  applicants  who  qualify 
(see  Sections  105.6.9  and  105.6.10)  and  satisfy  the  Board  that  they  are  persons  of  good  repute, 
character  and  responsibility.  All  examinations,  written  or  oral,  shall  be  graded  by  at  least 
four  (4)  members  of  the  Board.  A  complete  record  of  each  examination  shall  be  kept  on  file 
for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  after  the  date  of  such  examination  in  the  office  of  the  Building 
Commissioner." 

SECTION  2.  Section  105.6.8  of  Bivision  100  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

"Examinations  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  annually,  the  date  of  same  to  be  set  during  the  months 

of  October  and  April  by  the  Deputy  Commissioner.  Extra  examinations  may  be  held  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Board  of  Examiners."

Each  applicant  shall  furnish  three  (3)  notarized  affidavits  from  former 
employers,  recognized  companies  or  responsible  businesses  stating  the  number  of  years 
of  experience,  and  the  type  and  quality  of  signs  constructed  and  erected  furnished  to 
them  by  the  applicant.  Each  applicant  must  have  at  least  three  (3)  years  experience 
in  the  type  of  work  for  which  the  license  application  is  made.  Each  applicant  shall 
be  given  a  written  examination.  A  grade  of  70%  shall  be  considered  a  passing  grade. 

In  the  event  the  applicant  is  not  resident  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  an  affidavit 
setting  forth  the  status  of  any  sign  license  held  in  the  place  of  residence  of 
such  applicant  shall  be  required. 

105.6.10  Qualifications  for  Sign  Painters  License  -  An  applicant  must  submit  the  following 
information  to  the  Examining  Board:  Na,e  address,  place  of  business  and  years  of 
experience.  Each  applicant  shall  furnish  three  (3)  notarized  affidavits  from  former 
employers,  recognized  companies  pr  responsible  businesses  stating  the  number  of  years 
of  experience  and  the  type  and  quality  of  work  furnished  to  them  by  the  applicant. 

Each  applicant  must  have  had  at  least  two  (2)  years  experience  in  the  type  of  work 
for  which  license  application  is  made.  The  Board,  at  its  discretion,  may  examine  work 
completed  by  the  applicant.

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  was  founded  because  of  its  strategic  location  overlooking 
the  confluence  of  the  Maumee,  St.  Marys,  and  St.  Joseph  Rivers;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Three  Rivers  provided  the  principal  arteries  of  transportation  on  which  the  goods 
and  people  moved  to  this  City  from  the  east:  at  this  site  the  historic  portage  was  made  to  the

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  is  the  agricultural  center  through  which  passes  most  of  the 
agricultural  products  produced  in  Allen  and  the  surrounding  fifteen  counties  in  Northeastern 
Indiana  and  Northwestern  Ohio,  which  have  an  estimated  annual  value  of  $228  millipn;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  is  a  commercial  hub,  having  one  hundred  two  diversified 
industried  employing  50  or  more  persons  and  manufacturing  such  products  as  trucks  (International 
Harvester),  feed  and  fertilizer  (Central  Soya),  small  motors  (General  Electric),  tires  (B.  F.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  A  new  Article  IV  is  hereby  added  to  Chapter  11  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  1946,  1959  Edition,  as  amended,  to  read  as  follows: 


ARTICLE  IV. 

FIRE  LANES  IN  BUILDING  COMPLEXES 

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  any  building  open  to  the  public  or  used  for  housing  more 
than  one  family  which  does  not  have  unobstructed  access  for  fire  fighting  equipment  constitutes  a 
fire  hazzard  and  a  public  nuisance  because  it  endangers  the  lives  of  the  public. 

SECTION  2.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  chief  of  the  fire  prevention  bureau,  the  Board  of  Public 
Safety  may  require  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance  by  ordering  the  building  closed  to  the  public  and 
evacuated,  which  order  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Police  Department. 

SECTION  3.  At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety,  the  City  Attorney  may  file  suit  in 

the  name  of  the  City  for  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance. 

SECTION  4.  For  each  day  during  which  such  a  nuisance  is  maintained,  the  owner  and  lessee  of 
the  building  shall  each  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  $100.00. 

SECTION  5.  No  building  shall  constitute  such  a  nuisance  if  the  owner  and  lessee  provide 
adequate  marked  fire  lanes  and  keep  them  open  at  all  times  for  fire  fighting  equipment. 

SECTION  6.  Any  owner  may,  at  his  option,  dedicate  adequate  fire  lanes  either  for  general 
public  use  or  as  fire  lanes  only,  to  be  approved  by  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  within  standards 
set  by  said  Bureau  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Safety  of  said  City,  in  which  event  the  Fire 

Department  shall  be  responsible  for  marking  the  fire  lanes  and  the  police  Department  shall  be 

responsible  for  keeping  them  open,  and  the  owner  and  lessee  shall  be  relieved  of  all  further 
responsibility  under  this  ordinance. 


SECTION  7.  Any  person  parking  in  or  otherwise 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  provided  for 
or  public  streets.

AN  ORDINANCE  amending  Section  36  of  Chapter 
31  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  1946,  as  amended,  to  comply 
with  the  State  Law. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  That  Section  36  of  Chapter  31  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City 
of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  1946,  as  amended,  is  hereby  amended  by  deleting  the  same 
in  its  entirety  and  by  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

Section  36  -  Traffic  Control  Signal  Legend. 

Whenever  traffic  is  controlled  by  traffic  control  signs  exhibit¬ 
ing  the  words  "go",  "caution",  or  "stop",  or  exhibiting  different  colored 
lights  successively,  the  following  colors  only  shall  be  used  and  said 
terms  and  lights  shall  indicate  and  apply  to  drivers  of  vehicles  and 
pedestrians  as  follows: 

(a)  Green  alone  or  green  accompanied  by  the  word  "Go" ; 

1.  Vehicular  traffic  facing  the  signal,  except  when  prohibited  under 
Section  97,  may  proceed  straight  through  or  turn  right  or  left,  unless 
a  sign  at  such  place  prohibits  either  such  turn.  But  vehicular  traf¬ 
fic  shall  yield  right-of-way  to  other  vehicles  and  to  pedestrians 
lawfully  within  a  cross  walk  at  the  intersection  at  the  time  such 
signal  is  exhibited. 

2.  Pedestrians  facing  the  signal  may  proceed  across  the  roadway  within 
any  marked  or  unmarked  crosswalk. 


(b)  Yellow  alone  or  yellow  accompanied  by  the  word  "Caution"  when 
shown  with  or  following  the  green  or  "Go"  signal: 

1.  Vehicular  traffic  facing  the  signal  shall  stop  before  entering 
the  nearest  crosswalk  at  the  intersection,  but  if  such  stop  cannot  be 
made  in  safety,  vehicle  may  be  driven  cautiously  through  the  inter¬ 
section  . 

2.  Pedestrians  facing  such  signal  are  thereby  advised  that  there  is 
insufficient  time  to  cross  the  roadway  and  any  pedestrian  then  starting 
to  cross  shall  yield  right-of-way  to  all  vehicles. 

(c)  Red  alone  or  red  accompanied  by  the  word  "Stop" : 

1.  Vehicular  traffic  facing  a  steady  red  signal  alone  shall  stop 
at  a  clearly  marked  stop  line,  but  if  none,  before  entering  the 
crosswalk  on  the  near  side  of  the  intersection,  or  if  none,  then 
before  entering  the  intersection  and  shall  remain  standing  until  an 
indication  to  proceed  is  shown  except  as  provided  in  subsection  (c)  2. 

2.  When  a  sign  is  in  place  permitting  a  turn,  vehicular  traffic 
facing  a  steady  red  signal  may  cautiously  enter  the  intersection 
to  make  the  turn  indicated  by  such  sign  after  stopping  as  required 
by  subsection  (c)  1.  Such  vehicular  traffic  shall  yield  the  right- 
of-way  to  pedestrians  and  to  other  traffic  using  the  intersection. 

3.  No  pedestrian  facing  such  signal  shall  enter  the  roadway  unless 

he  can  do  so  safely  and  without  interfering  with  any  vehicular  traffic. 

(d)  Red  with  Green  Arrow: 

1.  Vehicular  traffic  facing  such  signal  may  cautiously  enter  the 
intersection  only  to  make  the  movement  indicated  by  such  arrow,  but 
shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  pedestrian  lawfully  within  a  cross¬ 
walk  and  to  other  traffic. 

(e)  The  motorman  of  any  street  car  shall  obey  the  above  signals  as 
applicable  to  vehicles  (47-1905) . 

SECTION  2.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  i 
passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  legal  publication  thereof.

WHEREAS,  the  Act  provides  that  there  shall  be  local  determination  of  need  for 
low-rent  housing  to  meet  needs  not  being  adequately  met  by  private  enterprise  and 
that  the  Public  Housing  Administration  shall  not  make  any  contract  with  a  public 
housing  agency  for  preliminary  loans  for  surveys  and  planning  in  respect  to  any 
low-rent  housing  projects  unless  the  governing  body  of  the  locality  involved  has 
by  resolution  approved  the  application  of  the  public  housing  agency  for  such  pre¬ 
liminary  loan;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Council  has  heretofore  approved  the  application  by  the  Housing 
Authority  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  (herein  called  the  "Local  Authority") 
for  400  additional  units  of  low-rent  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Housing  Authority  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  is  a  public 
housing  agency  and  is  applying  to  the  Public  Housing  Administration  for  a  preliminary 
loan  to  cover  the  costs  of  surveys  and  planning  in  connection  with  the  development 
of  low-rent  housing;

WITNESSETH : 


In  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  parties 
hereto  do  agree  as  follows : 

1.  Whenever  used  in  this  Agreement: 

(a)  The  term  "Project"  shall  mean  any  low— rent  housing  hereafter 
developed  as  an  entity  by  the  Local  Authority  with  financial  assis¬ 
tance  of  the  United  States  of  America,  Housing  Assistance  Adminis¬ 
tration,  (herein  called  the  "Government");  excluding,  however,  any 
low-rent  housing  project  covered  by  any  contract  for  loans  and  annual 
contributions  entered  into  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  or  its  predecessor  agencies,  prior  to  the  date  of  this  Agreement. 

(b)  The  term  "Taxing  Body"  shall  mean  the  State  or  any  political 
subdivision  or  taxing  unit  thereof  in  which  a  Project  is  situated 
and  which  would  have  authority  to  assess  or  levy  real  or  personal 
property  taxes  or  to  certify  such  taxes  to  a  taxing  body  or  public 
officer  to  be  levied  for  its  use  and  benefit  with  respect  to  a  Project 
if  it  were  not  exempt  from  taxation. 

(c)  The  term  "Shelter  Rent"  shall  mean  the  total  of  all  charges  to 
all  tenants  of  a  Project  for  dwelling  rents  and  nondwelling  rents 
(excluding  all  other  income  of  such  Project),  less  the  cost  to  the 
Local  Authority  of  all  dwelling  and  nondwelling  utilities. 

(d)  The  term  "Slum"  shall  mean  any  area  where  dwelling  predominate 
which,  by  reason  of  dilapidation,  overcrowding,  faulty  arrangement 
or  design,  lack  of  ventilation,  light  of  sanitation  facilities,  or 
any  combination  of  these  factors,  are  detrimental  to  safety,  health, 
or  morals. 


2.  The  Local  Authority  shall  endeavor  (a)  to  secure  a  contract  or  contracts 
with  the  Government  for  loans  and  annual  contributions  covering  one  or  more  Projects 
comprising  approximately  400  units  of  low-rent  housing  and  (b)  to  develop  and  admin¬ 
ister  such  Project  or  Projects,  each  of  which  shall  be  located  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  Municipality.  The  obligations  of  the  parties  hereto  shall  apply  to 
each  such  Project. 

3.  (a)  Under  the  constitution  and  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
all  Projects  are  exempt  from  all  real  and  personal  property  taxes 
levied  or  imposed  by  any  Taxing  Body.  With  respect  to  any  Project, 
so  long  as  either  (i)  such  Project  is  owned  by  a  public  body  or 
governmental  agency  and  is  used  for  low-rent  housing  purposes,  or 
(ii)  any  contract  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Government  for 
loans  or  annual  contributions,  or  both,  in  connection  with  such  Project 
remains  in  force  and  effect,  or  (iii)  any  bonds  issued  in  connection 
with  such  Project  or  any  monies  due  to  the  Government  in  connection  with 
such  Project  remain  unpaid,  whichever  period  is  the  longest,  the 
Municipality  agrees  that  it  will  not  levy  or  impose  any  real  or  per¬ 
sonal  property  taxes  upon  such  Project  or  upon  the  Local  Authority 
with  respect  thereto.  During  such  period,  the  Local  Authority  shall 
ipake  annual  payments  (herein  called  "Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes"  )  in 
lieu  of  such  taxes  and  in  payment  for  the  public  services  and  faci¬ 
lities  furnished  from  time  to  time  without  other  cost  or  charge  for 

or  with  respect  to  such  Project. 


(b)  Each  such  annual  Payment  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  shall  be  made  after 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  established  for  such  Project,  and  shall  be 
in  an  amount  equal  to  either  (i)  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  Shelter 
Rent  charged  by  the  Local  Authority  in  respect  to  such  Project  during 
such  fiscal  year,  or  (ii)  the  amount  permitted  to  be  paid  by  applicable 
state  law  in  effect  on  the  date  such  payment  is  made,  whichever  amount 
is  the  lower. 

(c)  The  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  shall  be  distributed  among  the 
Taxing  Bodies  in  the  proportion  which  the  real  property  taxes  which 
would  have  been  paid  to  each  Taxing  Body  for  such  year  if  the  Project 
were  not  exempt  from  taxation  bears  to  the  total  real  property  taxes 
which  would  have  been  paid  to  all  of  the  Taxing  Bodies  for  such  year 
if  the  Project  were  not  exempt  from  taxation,  or  in  such  other  manner 
as  provided  by  state  statute;  provided,  however ,  that  no  payment  for 
any  year  shall  be  made  to  any  Taxing  Body  in  excess  of  the  amount  of 
the  real  property  taxes  which  would  have  been  paid  to  such  Taxing  Body 
for  such  year  if  the  Project  were  not  exempt  from  taxation. 

(d)  Upon  failure  of  the  Local  Authority  to  make  any  Payment  in  Lieu 
of  Taxes,  no  lien  against  any  Project  or  assets  of  the  Local  Authority 
shall  attach,  nor  shall  any  interest  or  penalties  accrue  or  attach 

on  account  thereof. 

4.  The  Municipality  agrees  that,  subsequent  to  the  date  of  initiation  (as 
defined  in  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended)  of  each  Project  and 
within  five  years  after  the  completion  thereof,  or  of  such  further  period  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Government,  and  in  addition  to  the  number  of  unsafe  or  insanitary 
dwelling  units  which  the  Municipality  is  obligated  to  eliminate  as  a  part  of  the 
low-rent  housing  Project (s)  heretofore  undertaken  by  the  Local  Authority,  there  has 
been  or  will  be  elimination  (as  approved  by  the  Government)  by  demolition,  condemna¬ 
tion,  effective  closing,  or  compulsory  repair  or  improvement,  or  unsafe  or  insanitary 
dwelling  units  situated  in  the  locality  or  metropolitan  area  in  whfch  such  Project 

is  located,  substantially  equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  newly  constructed  dwelling 
units  provided  by  such  Project;  Provided,  that  where  more  than  one  family  is  living 
in  an  unsafe  or  insanitary  dwelling  unit,  the  elimination  of  such  unit  shall  count 
as  the  elimination  of  units  equal  to  the  number  of  families  accommadated  therein; 
and  Provided,  further,  that  this  paragraph  4  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  (i) 
any  project  developed  on  the  site  of  a  Slum  cleared  subsequent  to  July  15,  1949,  and 
that  the  dwelling  units  eliminated  by  the  clearance  of  the  site  of  such  Project  shall 
not  be  counted  as  elimination  for  any  other  Project  or  any  other  low-rent  housing 
Project,  or  (ii)  any  Project  located  in  a  rural  nonfarm  area. 

5.  During  the  period  commencing  with  the  date  of  the  acquisition  of  any  part 
of  the  site  or  sites  of  any  Project  and  continuing  so  long  as  either  (i)  such  Project 
is  owned  by  a  public  body  or  governmental  agency  and  is  used  for  low-rent  housing 
purposes,  or  (ii)  any  contract  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Government  for 
loans  or  annual  contributions,  or  both,  in  connection  with  such  Project  remains  in 
force  and  effect,  or  (iii)  any  bonds  issued  in  connection  with  such  Project  or  any 
monies  due  to  the  Government  in  connection  with  such  Project  remain  unpaid,  whichever 
period  is  the  longest,  the  Municipality  without  cost  or  charge  to  the  Local  Autho¬ 
rity  or  the  tenants  of  such  Project  (other  than  the  Payments  in  lieu  of  Taxes)  shall: 

(a)  Furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the  Local  Authority  and  the 
tenants  of  such  Project  publis  services  and  facilities  of  the  same 
character  and  to  the  same  extent  as  are  furnished  from  time  to  time 
without  cost  or  charge  to  other  dwellings  and  inhabitants  in  the 
Municipality; 

(b)  Vacate  such  streets,  roads  and  alleys  within  the  area  of  such 
Project  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  development  thereof,  and  convey 
without  charge  to  the  Local  Authority  such  interest  as  the  Municipality 
may  have  in  such  vacated  areas;  and,  insofar  as  it  is  lawfully  able 

to  do  so  without  cost  of  expense  to  the  Local  Authority  or  to  the 
Municipality,  cause  to  be  removed  from  such  vacated  areas,  insofar 
as  it  may  be  necessary,  all  public  or  private  utility  lines  and 
equipment ; 

(c)  Insofar  as  the  Municipality  may  lawfully  do  so,  (i)  grant  such 
deviations  from  the  building  code  of  the  Municipality  as  are  reason¬ 
able  and  necessary  to  promote  economy  and  efficiency  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  and  administration  of  such  Project,  and  at  the  same  time  safeguard 
healty  and  safety,  and  (ii)  make  such  changes  in  any  zoning  of  the 
site  and  surrounding  territory  of  such  Project  as  are  reasonable  and 
necessary  for  the  development  and  protection  of  such  Project  and  the 
surrounding  territory; 

(d)  Accept  grants  of  easements  necessary  for  the  development  of 
such  Project;  and, 

(e)  Cooperate  with  the  Local  Authority  by  such  other  lawful  action 

or  ways  as  the  Municipality  and  the  Local  Authority  may  find  necessarv 
in  connection  with  the  development  and  administration  of  such  Project' 


6.  In  respect  to  any  Project  the  Municipality  further  agrees  that  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  receipt  of  a  written  request  therefor  from  the  Local  Authority: 

(a)  It  will  accept  the  dedication  of  all  interior  streets,  roads, 
alleys,  and  adjacent  sidewalks  within  the  area  of  such  Project, 
together  with  all  storm  and  sanitary  sewer  mains  in  such  dedicated 
areas,  after  the  Local  Authority,  at  its  own  expense,  has  completed 
the  grading,  improvement,  paving,  and  installation  thereof  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  specifications  acceptable  to  the  Municipality; 

(b)  It  will  accept  necessary  dedications  of  land  for,  and  will  grade, 
improve,  pave,  and  provide  sidewalks  for,  all  streets  bounding  such 
Project  or  necessary  to  provide  adequate  access  thereto  (in  considera¬ 
tion  whereof  the  Local  Authority  shall  pay  to  the  Municipality  such 
amount  as  would  be  assessed  against  the  Project  site  for  such  work 

if  such  site  were  privately  owned) ;  and, 

(c)  It  will  provide,  or  cause  to  be  provided,  water  mains,  and  storm 
and  sanitary  sewer  mains,  leading  to  such  Project  and  serving  the 
bounding  streets  thereof  (in  consideration  whereof  the  Local  Authority 
shall  pay  to  the  Municipality  such  amount  as  would  be  assessed  against 
the  Project  site  for  such  work  if  such  site  were  privately  owned) . 

7.  If  by  reason  of  the  Municipality's  failure  or  refusal  to  furnish  or  cause 
to  be  furnished  any  public  services  or  facilities  which  it  has  agreed  hereunder  to 
furnish  or  to  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the  Local  Authority  or  to  the  tenants  of  any 
Project,  the  Local  Authority  incurs  any  expense  to  obtain  such  services  or  facil¬ 
ities  then  the  Local  Authority  may  deduct  the  amount  of  such  expense  from  any  pay¬ 
ments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  due  or  to  become  due  to  the  Municipality  in  respect  to  any 
Project  or  any  other  low-rent  Housing  Projects  owned  or  operated  by  the  Local  Authority. 

8.  No  Cooperation  Agreement  heretofore  entered  into  between  the  Municipality 
and  the  Local  Authority  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any  Project  covered  by  this 
Agreement . 

9.  So  long  as  any  contract  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Government  for 
loans  (including  preliminary  loans)  or  annual  contributions,  or  both,  in  connection 
with  any  Project  remains  in  fo>~ce  and  effect,  or  so  long  as  any  bonds  issued  in  con¬ 
nection  with  any  Project  or  any  monies  due  to  the  Government  in  connection  with 

any  Project  remain  unpaid,  this  Agreement  shall  not  be  abrogated,  changed,  or  modi¬ 
fied  without  the  consent  of  the  Government.  The  privileges  and  obligations  of  the 
Municipality  hereunder  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  with  respect  to  each 
Project  so  long  as  the  beneficial  title  to  such  Project  is  held  by  the  Local  Autho¬ 
rity  or  by  any  other  public  body  or  governmental  agency,  including  the  Government, 
authorized  by  law  to  engage  in  the  development  or  administration  of  low-rent  housing 
projects.  If  at  any  time  the  beneficial  title  to,  or  possession  of,  any  Project  is 
held  by  such  other  public  body  or  governmental  agency,  including  the  Government, 
the  provisions  hereof  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  may  be  enforced  by,  such  other 
public  body  or  governmental  agency,  including  the  Government.

The  amount  to 
be  certified  by  the  Controller  and  collected  by  the  Treasurer  shall  be  the  full  amount 
which  the  purchaser  has  agreed  to  pay  therefor,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  face  Value 
of  said  bonds,  plus  accrued  interest  from  the  date  thereof  to  the  date  of  delivery  The 
bonds  herein  authorized,  when  fully  paid  for  and  delivered  to  the  purchaser,  shall’be 
binding  special  revenue  obligations  of  the  City,  payable  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  City's 
sewage  works  to  be  set  aside  into  the  Sewage  Works  Sinking  Fund  as  herein  provided,  and 
the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  and  are  hereby  set  aside  for 
application  on  the  cost  of  construction  of  said  improvements  and  extensions  to  the  City's 
sewage  works  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  connection 
therewith  and  on  account  or  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  said  bonds.  The  proper 
officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  do  all  acts  and  things  which  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  Prior  to  the  sale  of  said  bonds  the  City  Controller  shall  cause  to  be 
puolished  a  notice  of  such  sale  once  each  week  for  two  (2)  weeks  in  the  Fort  Wayne  News- 
Sentinel  and  Fort  Wayne  Hournal-Gazette ,  newspapers  of  general  circulation  published  in  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  the  last  publication  to  be  at  least  seven  (7)  days  prior  to 
the  date  fixed  for  said  sale.  Said  notice,  or  a  summary  thereof,  may  also  be  published  in 
a  financial  journal  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  a  financial 
journal  published  in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York,  in  the  discretion  of  the  City  Controlle: 
The  bond  sale  notice  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  the  character  and  amount  of 
the  bonds,  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  thereon,  the  maturities  thereof,  the  purpose  for 
which  the  bonds  are  being  issued,  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  bids  will  be 
received  and  the  sale  made,  and  such  other  information  as  the  City  Controller  and  the 
autorneys  employed  by  the  City  shall  deem  advisable.  Said  notice  shall  provide,  among 
other  things,  that  each  bid  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  or  cashier's  check  in  the 
amount  of  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($30,000)  to  guarantee  performance  on  the  part  of  the 
bidder,  and  that  in  the  event  the  successful  bidder  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  accept 
delivery  of  the  bonds  and  pay  for  the  same  at  the  time  fixed  in  the  notice  of  sale,  then 
said  check  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  the  property  of  the  bity  and  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  its  liquidated  damages  on  account  of  such  default. 

Ail  bids  for  said  bonds  shall  be  sealed  and  shall  be  presented  to  the  Controller  at 
his  office.  Bidders  for  said  bonds  shall  be  required  to  name  the  rate  or  rates  of 
interest  which  the  bonds  are  to  bear,  not  exceeding  the  maximum  rate  hereinbefore  fixed. 

Such  interest  rate  or  rates  shall  be  in  multiples  of  one-eighth  (l/8)  or  one-tenth  (l/lO) 
of  one  per  cent  (l%),  and  not  more  than  four  (4)  different  interest  rates  shall  be  named 
by  each  ^bidder .  A  rate  may  be  repeated  without  being  considered  a  different  rate.  Bids 
specifying  more  than  one  interest  rate  shala  also  specify  the  amount  and  maturities  of  the 
bonds  bearing  each  rate,  but  all  bonds  maturing  on  the  same  date  shall  bear  the  same  rate. 

The  bonds  shall  be  awarded  by  the  City  Controller  to  the  highest  qualified  bidder  who  has 
submitted  his  bid  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  and  the  notice  of  sale. 

The  highest  bidder  will  be  the  one  who  offers  the  lowest  net  interest  cost  to  the  City,  to 
be  determined  by  computing  the  total  interest  on  all  of  the  bonds  to  their  maturities  and 
deducting  therefrom  the  premium  bid,  if  any.  No  bid  for  less  than  the  par  value  of  said 
bonds,  including  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  delivery,  shall  be  considered.  The  right 
to  reject  any  and  ail  bids  shall  be  reserved.  In  the  event  an  acceptable  bid  is  not 
received  on  the  date  fixed  in  the  notice,  the  City  Controller  shall  be  authorized  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  sale  from  day  to  day  for  a  period  of  not  to  exceed  thirty  (30)  days  without  re¬ 
advertisement,  but  during  such  continuation  no  bid  shall  be  accepted  which  is  lower  than 
the  highest  bid  offered  at  the  advertised  sale. 

Prior  to  the  delivery  of  said  bonds,  the  Controller  shall  be  authorized  to  obtain  a 
legal  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  the  bonds  from  Tee  Miller  Donadio  &  Ryan,  acting  as 

■  insel  for  the  City,  and  to  furnish  such  opinion  to  the  purchasers  of  the  bonds  at 

ime  of  delivery  thereof.  The  fee  of  such  bond  counsel  and  J.  R,  Arnold,  attorney  acting 
as  counsel  and  attorney  for  the  project,  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
project  on  account  of  which  said  bonds  are  issued,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  said  bonds . 

Sec,  8.  The  accrued  interest  and  premium  received  at  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  the 
bonds,  if  any,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Sewage  Works  Sinking  Fund  heretofore  created  by 
Ordinance  No.  S-420,  adopted  October  27,  1959,  and  continued  by  Special  Ordinance  No. 

S-604,  adopted  July  11,  1961.  The  remaining  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
deposited  in  a  bank  or  banks  which  are  legally  designated  depositories  for  the  funds  of 
the  City,  in  a  special  account  or  accounts  to  be  designated  as  "City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Sewage 
Works  Construction  Account."  All  funds  deposited  to  the  credit  of  said  Sewage  Works 
Sinking  Fund  or  Sewage  Works  Construction  Account  shall  be  deposited,  held  and  secured 
or  invested  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Statfc  of  Indiana  relating  to  the  depositing, 
holding  and  securing  or  investing  of  public  funds.

Sec.  11.  All  revenues  received  on  account  of  the  sewage  works  shall  be  segregated 
and  kept  in  a  special  fund  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  funds  of  the  City.  Out  of 
this  fund  the  proper  and  reasonable  expenses  >f "operation,  repair  and  maintenance  of  the 
works  shall  be  paid  and  the  requirements  of  the  Sewage  Works  Sinking  Fund  shall  be  met. 

The  City  shall  keep  proper  books  of  records  and  accounts,  separate  from  all  of  its  other 
records  and  accounts,  in  which  complete  and  correct  entries  shall  be  made  showing  all 
revenues  collected  from  said  works  and  deposited  in  said  fund,  and  all  disbursements  made 
therefrom  on  account  of  the  operation  of  the  works,  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Sewage  Works  Sinking  Fund,  also  all  other  financial  transactions  relating  to  said  works, 
including  the  amounts  set  aside  or  credited  to  the  Sewage  Works  Sinking  Fund  and  Sewage 
Works  Improvement  Fund,  and  the  cash  balances  in  each  of  said  funds  as  of  the  close  of 
the  preceding  fical  year.  There  shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  the  original  purchasers 
of  the  bonds,  and,  upon  written  request,  to  any  holder  of  the  bonds  at  the  time  then  out¬ 
standing,  not  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  income  and 
expense  and  balance  sheet  statements  of  the  works,  covering  the  preceding  fiscal  year, 
which  annual  statements  shall  be  certified  by  the  City  Controller,  or  the  person  charged 
with  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  and  records  relating  to  said  works,  or  an  independent 
certified  public  accountant  employed  for  that  purpose.  Copies  of  all  such  statements  and 
reports  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Controller.  Any  holder  or  holders 
of  the  bonds  then  outstanding  shall  have  the  right  at  ail  reasonable  times  to  inspect 
the  works  and  all  records,  accounts  and  ddta  of  the  City  relating  thereto.  Such  inspections 
may  be  made  by  representatives  duly  authorized  by  written  instrument. 

Sec.  12.  The  City  shall,  by  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council,  maintain  just  and 
equitable  rates  or  charges  for  the  use  of  and  the  services  rendered  by  said  works,  to  be 
paid  by  the  owner  of  each  and  every  lot,  parcel  of  real  estate  or  building  that  is  connected 
with  and  uses  said  sewage  works  by  or  through  any  part  of  the  sewerage  system  of  the  City, 
or  that  in  any  way  uses  or  is  served  by  such  works.  Such  rates  or  charges  shall  be 
sufficient  in  each  year  for  the  payment  of  the  proper  and  reasonable  expenses  of  operation, 
repair  and  maintenance  of  the  works  and  the  payment  of  the  sums  required  to  be  paid  into 
the  Sewage  Works  Sinking  Fund  by  said  governing  Act.  Such  rates  or  charges  shall,  if 
necessary,  be  changed  and  readjusted  from  time  to  time  so  that  the  revenues  therefrom 
shall  always  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  of  operation,  repair  and  maintenance, 
depreciation,  and  the  requirements  of  the  Sewage  Works  Sinking  Fund.  The  rates  or  charges 
so  established  shall  apply  to  any  and  all  use  of  such  works  by  and  services  rendered  to  the 
City  and  all  departments  thereof,  and  shall  be  paid  semi-annually  by  the  City  or  the 
various  departments  thereof  as  the  charges  accrue.  No  increase  in  the  existing  rates  and 
charges  being  necessary,  said  existing  rates  and  charges  are  hereby  adopted  as  the  stimate 
of  rates  and  charges  within  the  meaning  of  Sec.  6  of  the  governing  Act. 

Sec.  13.  The  City  reserves  the  right  to  authorize  and  issue  additional  bonds, 
payable  out  of  the  revenues  of  its  sewage  works,  ranking  on  a  parity  with  the  bonds 
authorized  by  this  ordinance,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  cost  of  future  additions, 
extensions  and  improvements  to  the  sewage  works,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

fa)  The  interest  on  and  principal  of  all  bonds  payable  from  the  revenues  of  the 
sewage  works  shall  have  been  paid  to  date  in  accordance  with  the  terms  thereof. 

(b)  As  of  the  date  of  issuance  of  such  additional  bonds,  the  balance  in  the  Sewage 
Works  Sinking  Fund  shall  equal  not  less  than  the  principal  and  interest  requirements  of 
the  then  outstanding  bonds  payable  during  the  then  next  succeeding  twelve  (l2)  calendar 
months. 

c)  The  net  revenues  of  the  sewage  works  in  the  fiscal  year  immediately  preceding 
the  issuance  of  any  such  bonds  ranking  on  a  parity  with  the  bonds  authorized  by  this 
ordinance  shall  be  not  less  tnan  one  hundred  twenty-five  per  cent  (125$)  of  the  maximum 
annual  Interest  and  principal  requirements  of  the  then  outstanding  bonds  and  the  additional 
parity  bonds  proposed  to  be  issued;  or,  prior  to  the  issuance  of  said  parity  bonds,  the 

sewage  rates  and  charges  shall  be  increased  sufficiently  so  that  said  increased  rates  and 

charges  applied  to  tne  previous  fiscal  year's  operations  would  have  produced  net  revenues 
for  said  year  equal  to  not  less  than  one  hundred  twenty-five  per  cent  ('125$)  of  the  maximum 
annual  interest  and  principal  requirements  of  the  then  outstanding  bonds  and  the  additional 
parity  bonds  proposed  to  be  issued.  For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  the  records  of  the 

sewage  works  shall  be  analyzed  and  all  showings  shall  be  prepared  and  certified  by  a 

certified  public  accountant  employed  by  the  City  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  certify  that 
he  has  no  pecuniary  interest  in  said  additions,  extensions  or  improvements,  or  the  financing 
thereof,  other  than  to  analyze  said  records  and  prepare  said  showings. 

(d)  The  interest  on  said  additional  bonds  shall  be  payable  semi-annually  on  February 
1  and  August  1  ano  the  principal  thereof  shall  be  payable  annually  on  August  1. 

Sec  14  For  the  purpose  of  further  safeguarding  the  interests  of  the  holders  of  the 
bonds  herein  authorized,  it  is  specifically  provided  as  follows: 

(a)  All  contracts  let  by  the  City  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  said 
improvements  and  extensions  to  the  sewage  works  shall  be  let  after  due  advertisement  as 
required  by  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  all  contractors  shall  be  required  to  furnish 
surety  bonds  in  an  amount  equal  to  one  hundred  per  cent  (100$)  of  the  amount  of  such 
contracts,  +  o  insure  the  completion  of  said  contracts  in  accordance  with  their  terms,  and 
such  contractors  shall  also  be  required  to  carry  such  employers'  liaoility  and  public 
liability  insurance  as  are  required  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  in  the  case  of 
public  contracts,  and  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  relating  to  public  contracts. 

(b)  The  additional  improvements  and  extensions  hereinbefore  referred  to  shall  be 
constructed  under  the  supervision  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  Henry  B  Steeg  &

DRAINAGE  BOARD  TO  MAKE  THE  SPY  RUN  CREEK  A  LEGAL 


DRAIN 


THIS  RESOLUTION  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayhe  WITNESSETH  THAT: 

WHEREAS,  there  exists  in  Allen  County  a  natural  drain  known  as  the  Spy  Run  Creek  which  drains 
many  acres  both  within  and  without  the  City  of  Fort  Wajme; 

WHEREAS,  said  Spy  Run  Creek  in  its  entirety  has  never  been  designated  as  a  legal  drain  so  as 
to  confer  jurisdiction  on  the  Allen  County  Drainage  Board  for  purpose  of  cleaning,  repairing  and 
improving  said  drain;  and 

WHEREAS  said  drain  because  of  leak  of  maintenance  and  repair  has  deteriorated  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  is  no  longer  able  to  handle  the  volume  of  water  from  its  drainage  area  and  has 
resulted  in  substantial  lossed  to  property  in  the  drainage  area  because  of  flooding;  and 

WHEREAS,  Clause  Nine  of  Section  53  of  the  Acts  of  the  Indiana  General  Assembly  1905  (Burns 
48-1407)  provides  among  other  powers  of  the  Common  Council  of  Cities  as  follows: 

"To  authorize  the  cleansing  and  purification  of  water  and  water-courses,  by  the  board  of 
public  works  or  other  designated  authority;  to  prevent  encroachment  or  injury  to  the  banks 
of  streams,  or  the  casting  into  the  same  of  offal,  dean  animals,  logs,  rubbish,  dirt  or 
impure  liquids.  For  the  purpose  of  this  clause,  jurisdiction  is  hereby  conferred  upton 
cities  for  ten  (10)  miles  from  the  corporate  limits  thereof. " 

1ND  WHEREAS,  Article  2  of  the  Indiana  Drainage  Code .  Acts  1965  Chapter  305  (Burns  27-2101) 
provides  that  the  Common  Council  of  a  city  may  petition  for  the  establishment  of  a  legal  drain, 
so  long  as  lands  of  such  city  are  drained, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  that: 

1.  By  way  of  this  resolution  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  petitions  to  the  Allen  Counjty  Drainage 
Board  that  the  Spy  Run  Creek  and  its  tributaries  be  made  and  classified  as  a  legal  drain  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Drainage  Act  of  1965  of  the  State  of  Indiana; 

2.  That  Exhibit  A  attached  hereto  contains  a  list  of  the  owners  of  more  than  75$  of  the 
lands  in  the  drainage  area  and  the  names  of  more  than  75$  of  the  owners  of  such  drained  real  estate. 

3.  That  the  Spy  Run  Creek  drainage  area  commences  about  Section  10,  Township  31  North 
Range  12. East  and  runs  southeast  through  and  drain  Section  15,  Section  22,  Section  26,  Section  27

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  G-85-70 


AN  ORDINANCE  CREATING  A  METROPOLITAN  HUMAN  RELATIONS 
COMMISSION  DEFINING  ITS  POWERS  AND  PURPOSES,  PROHIBITING 
DISCRIMINATION  IN  PUBLIC  ACCOMMODATIONS  AND  HOUSING, 
PROVIDING  FOR  CERTAIN  EXEMPTIONS:  PROVIDING  FOR  PENALTIES 
AND  REPEALING  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  2593. 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

ARTICLE.  -  PURPOSES 

Sec.  1.  The  Mayor  and  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  find  that  discrimination 
in  social,  cultural  and  economic  life  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  against  any  person  or  persons  because 
of  race,  sex,  color,  religion,  ancestry,  national  origin,  or  place  of  birth,  is  contrary  to  American 
principales  and  is  harmful  to  the  social,  cultural,  and  exonomic  life  of  Fort  Wayne;  that  discrimination, 
particularly  in  employment  opportunities,  public  accommodations,  and  housing,  increases  the  burden  and 
cost  of  government.  That  such  discrimination  contributes  to  increased  crime,  vice,  juvenile  delinquency, 
fire  and  other  evils  thereby  affecting  the  public  safety,  the  public  health,  and  the  general  welfare  of 
the  community;  it  is,  therefore,  deemed  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  to  create 
a  metropolitan  commission  to  administer  and  enforce  anti-discrimintion  legislation  and  ordinaces,  all  as 
authorized  by  the  Indiana  Civil  Rights  Act. 


ARTICLE  II.  -  DEFINITIONS 


Sec.  1.  As  used  in  this  Ordinance,  unless  a  different  meaning  clearly  appears  from  the  context, 


(a)  The  term  "discrimination"  means  any  difference  in  treatment  based  on  race,  sex,  color, 
religion,  ancestry,  national  origin,  or  place  of  birth,  and  includes  segregation,  except  that  it  shill 
not  be  discrimination  for  any  religious  or  denominational  institution  to  devote  its  facilities 
exclusively  or  primarily  to  or  for  members  of  its  own  religion  or  denomination,  or  to  give  preference 
to  members  of  such  institution  to  promote  the  religions  principales  for  which  it  is  established  or 
maintained.  The  term  "discrimination"  shall  mean  the  exclusion  of  a  person  from  or  failure  or  refusal 
to  extend  to  a  person  equal  opportunities  because  of  race,  sex,  creed,  color,  national  origin,  or 
ancestry,  or  the  promotion  of  race  segregation  or  separation,  in  any  manner,  included  but  not  limited 
to  the  inducing  of  or  the  attempting  to  induce  for  a  profit  any  person,  to  sell  or  rent  any  dwelling 

by  representation  regarding  the  entry  or  prospective  entry  into  the  neighborhood  of  a  person  or  persons 
of  a  particular  race,  sex,  color,  religion,  or  national  origin. 

(b)  The  term  "person"  includes  an  association,  partnership,  or  corporation,  as  well  as  a  natural 
person.  The  term  "person",  as  applied  to  partnerships  or  other  associations,  includes  their  members, 
and  as  applied  to  corporations,  includes  their  officers  and  directors.  The  term  "person"  also  includes 
any  individula  acting  in  a  fiduciary  or  representative  capacity,  whether  appo  inted  by  a  court  or 
otherwise . 

(c)  The  term  "owner"  includes  the  lessee,  sub-lessee,  assignee  or  managing  agent  or  other 
persons  having  the  right  of  ownership  or  possession  or  the  right  to  sell,  rent,  or  lease  any  housing 
accommodation. 

(d)  The  term  "financial  institution"  means  any  person  as  defined  herein  regularly  engaged  in  the 
business  of  lending  money  or  guaranteeing  loans. 

(e)  The  term  "real  estate  broker"  means  any  person  as  defined  herein,  who,  for  a  fee  or  other 
valuable  consideration,  sells,  purchases,  exchanges,  or  rents  or  negotiates  or  offers  or  attempts  to 
make  or  negotiate  the  sale,  purchase,  exchange  or  rental  of  the  real  property  of  another,  or  holds 
himself  out  as  engaged  in  the  business  of  selling,  purchasing  exchanging,  or  renting  the  real  estate 
of  another,  or  collects  rental  for  the  use  of  real  property  of  another. 

(f)  The  term  "real  estate  salesman  or  agent"  means  any  person  employed  by  a  real  estate  broker  to 
perform  or  to  assist  in  the  performance  of  any  or  all  of  the  functions  of  a  real  estate  broker,  except 
that  it  shall  not  include  secretarial  or  clerical  employees. 

(g)  The  term  "housing  accommodation"  means  any  parcel  or  parcels  of  real  estate  or  lots,  whetherr 
or  not  contiguous  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  available  for  the  building  of  one  or  more  housing  units, 
owned  or  otherwise  sbject  to  the  control  of  one  or  more  owners,  or  to  any  single  family  dwelling  or 
multiple  family  dwelling,  or  portion  thereof,  which  is  used  or  occupied  or  intended  or  arranged  or 
designed  to  be  used  or  occupied  as  a  home,  homesite,  residence,  or  sleeping  place  of  one  or  more  human 
beings  located  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

(h)  The  Indiana  Civil  Righst  Act  is  the  Acts  of  1961,  Chapter  208,  as  amended  by  Chapter  173  of 
the  Acts  of  1963,  Chapter  214  of  the  Acts  of  1965,  Chapter  276  of  the  Acts  of  1967,  and  Chapter  298 
of  the  Acts  of  1969,  and  any  subsequent  amendments  thereto,  deletions  or  additions  thereto  now  or 
hereinafter  engcted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

(i)  The  State  Commission  means  the  Civil  Rights  Commission  created  and  existing  under  the  Indiana 
Civil  Rights  Act  as  above  defined. 

ARTICLE  III.  -  THE  COMMISSION 

Sec.  1.  To  assist  in  the  elimination  of  discrimination  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  there  is  hereby 
created  a  commission  to  be  known  as  the  Metropolitan  Human  Relations  Commission. 

Sec.  2.  The  Commission  Shall  Consist  of  Nine  Members: 

(a)  One  to  be  elected  by  the  Common  Council  from  among  its  membeBS  at  the  annual  meeting  for  the 
election  of  officers  of  the  council;  the  member  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  council,  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  one-year  term;  provided,  that  in  the  year  of  the  enactment  of  this  Ordinanee,  the 
council  shall,  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  elect  one  of  its  members  to  serve  until 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  council,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

(b)  The  other  eight  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  to  serve 
without  compensation. 

(c)  Of  the  memberB  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  two  shall  be  appointed  to  save  for  a  term  of 
one  year;  two  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years;  two  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 

of  three  years;  and  two  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  years;  provided,  that  appointments  for  all 
terms,  after  the  terms  of  the  original  appointment,  shall  be  for  a  term  of  four  years;  provided,  further 
that  no  member  shall  serve  more  than  two  consecutive  full  terms. 

Sec.  3.  Qualification  of  Members:  All  members  shall  be  residents  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

Not  more  than  five  members,  including  the  council  member,  shall  be  members  of  the  samd  political  party. 

Sec.  4*  Officers: 

(a)  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commission,  which  shall  be  called  by  the  Mayor,  the  Commissioners 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  serve  as  chairman,  and  shall  also  elect  such  other  officers  as  the 
Commission  shall  desire  from  among  their  members. 


(b)  The  Commission  shall  select  an  executive  director  who  shall  also  serve  as  secretary,  who 
shall  not  be  required  to  meet  the  qualifications  for  membership  on  the  Commission,  and  who  shall  be 
compensated  for  his  services,  and  such  other  employees  as  may  be  authorized. 

(c)  .  Death,  disability  or  resignation  of  a  member.  In  the  event  of  a  death,  disability,  or 
resignation  of  any  members,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  one  who  appointed  such  member  and 
the  newly  appointed  member  shall  serve  for  the  unexpired  period  of  the  term  of  the  one  replaced. 

(d)  The  Mayor  shall  have  the  right  to  replace  any  member  of  the  Commission  for  just  cause  except 

the  council  representative.  Failure  to  attend  meetings  shall  be  a  just  cause.  ’  F 

Sec.  5.  Powers  and  Duties.  The  Commission  shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties: 

(a)  The  Commission  shall  meet  monthly  and  may  meet  when  otherwise  necessary  to  receive  and 
investigate  charges  of  discriminatory  practice;  and,  if  it  appears  that  reasonable  grounds  exist  for 
the  charges,  the  Commission  shhll  accept  a  complaint  or  the  director  may  make  a  complaint,  which 
compalint  shall  be  in  writing  and  verified.  If  a  complaint  has  been  made,  the  Commission  may  hold 
hearings  and  make  an  investigation  of  the  complaint,  which  investigation  shall  be  conduced  by  the 
Commission  or  by  the  director  or  his  staff. 

(b)  In  holding  the  hearings  or  making  investigations,  the  Commission  may  officially  request  the 
presence  of  witnesses  and  may  officially  request  that  any  records  or  documents  be  brought  before  it 
for  examination.  In  its  hearings,  the  testimony  of  any  person  who  appears  shall  be  given  under  oath. 

It  shall  be  deemed  reasonable  grounds  for  filing  an  action  charging  discrimination  against  anyone  who, 
without  just  cause,  refuses  to  appear  and  testify  before  the  Commission  or  who  refuses  to  make  books 
and  records  available  to  the  Commission  without  just  cause  when  officially  requested  to  appear  and 
testify  or  appear  and  bring  books  and  records;  provided,  that  the  charges  against  such  person  are 
under  investigation. 

(c)  After  the  completion  of  the  hearing,  the  Commission  shall  state  its  findings  of  fact,  and  if 
it  finds  that  a  person  has  engaged  in  unlawful  discriminatory  practice,  it  shall  attempt  to  conciliation 
to  cause  the  end  of  such  practices;  or  it  may  order  the  person  charged  to  cease  and  desist  from  such 
unlawful  discriminatory  practice,  or  on  failure  of  conciliation,  or  mf  probable  cause  exists,  it  may 
file  an  action  in  any  court  to  which  jurisdiction  has  been  granted  under  the  Indiana  Civil  Rights  Act. 
Provided,  that  no  cease  and  desist  orer  dhall  be  issued  following  hearing  on  any  complaint  filed  other 
than  by  a  person  allegedly  discriminated  against  unless  such  person  shall  have  personally  testified 

at  such  hearing.  Provided  fur her,  that  the  person  against  whom  a  cease  and  desist  order  is  issued 
may  seek  a  judicial  review  of  such  order  by  petition  therefor  filed  in  any  court  grnated  jurisdiction 
of  appeals  in  the  Indiana  Civil  Rights  Act,  provided  that  such  petition  shall  be  filed  within  fifteen 
(15)  days  of  the  issuance  of  such  order. 

(d)  Failure  to  obey  any  cease  and  desist  order  entered  by  the  Commission  shall  be  deemed  grounds 
for  proceeding  through  any  court  granted  jurisdiction  under  the  Indiana  Cilil  Rights  Act. 

(e)  The  Commission  shall  study,  investigate  and  take  action  within  its  jurisdiction  in  regard  to 
any  condition  having  an  adverse  effect  on  intergroup  relations,  including  alleged  violations  of  Federal, 
State  and  Local  Laws  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  prohibiting  discrimination  against  any  person  in 
public  accommodations,  employment  opportunity,  or  housing  accommodations  because  of  race,  sex,  color, 
religion,  or  national  origin. 

(f)  To  institute  and  conduct  educational  and  other  programs  to  promote  the  equal  rights  and 
opportunities  to  all  persons  regardless  of  their  race,  sex,  color,  religion,  or  national  origin. 

(g)  To  study  the  problems  of  the  relationship  of  the  various  races,  sexes,  colors,  creeds,  and 
nationalities  living  within  the  community,  and  to  advise  with  and  assist  Departments  of  the  City 
Government  on  problems  involving  said  groups  living  within  the  City  to  the  end  that  an  effort  be  made 
to  eliminate  prejudiee,  intolerance,  bigotry,  and  discrimination  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne.  If 
charges  are  made,  and  there  appears  to  be  probable  cause  therefor,  and  the  charges  involved  another 
employee,  department  or  branch  of  the  City  Government,  then  the  Commission  shall  inform  the  employee, 
department  or  branch,  in  writing,  before  taking  any  formal  action. 

(h)  Annual  Report.  The  Commission  shall  render  an  annual  report  of  its  doings  to  the  Mayor  and 
to  the  Common  Council  and  shall  render  such  other  additional  reports  as  the  Mayor  or  the  Council  may 

from  time  to  time  request.  The  reports  shall  describe,  in  detail,  the  investigations  and  conciliation 
proceedings  it  has  conducted  and  their  outcome,  the  progress  made,  and  any  other  work  performed  and 
achievements  toward  the  elimia&tion  of  discrimination. 

ARTICLE  IV.  -  PROHIBITED  ACTS 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  commit  any  act  of  discrimination  or  engage  in  any 
discriminatory  practice  as  herein  defined. 

Sec.  2.  Discrimination  in  the  Sale  or  Rental  of  Housing: 
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(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner,  real  estate  broker,  salesman,  or  agent  to  refuse  to  sell 
or  rent,  after  the  making  of  a  bona  fide  offer,  or  to  refuse  to  negoitate  for  the  sale  or  rental  of  a 
dwelling  to  any  person  because  of  race,  color,  religion,  or  national  origin;  to  discriminate  against  any 
person  in  the  terms,  conditions,  or  privileges  of  the  sale  or  rental  of  a  dwelling,  or  in  the  provision 
of  services,  or  facilities  in  connection  therewith,  because  of  race,  color,  religion,  or  national 
origin;  to  represent  that  any  dwelling  is  not  available  for  inspection,  sale  or  rental,  when  such 
dwelling  is  in  fact  so  available. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  Commission  by  any  of  its  agents,  or  any  person,  to  participate 
in  a  transaction  for  the  acquisition  or  financing  of  a  housing  acommodcation  where  the  purpose  of  such 
is  to  obtain  information  upon  which  a  complaint  could  be  filed  before  the  Commission.  It  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  that  this  provision  has  been  violated  when  a  Commission  agent  or  an  unrelated  person, 
other  than  a  licensed  real  estate  salesman,  broker  or  lender  seeks  a  housing  accommodation  for  one 

who  is  physically  able  to  represent  himself  and  a  complaint  is  thereafter  filed. 

Sec.  3.  Discrimination  in  Financing  of  Housing.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  as  herein 
defined,  whose  business  consists  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  making  of  commercial  real  estate  loans,  to 
deny  a  loan  or  other  financial  assistance  to  an  applicant  therefor,  or  to  discriminate  against  such 
applicant  in  the  fixing  of  the  amount,  interest  rate,  duration,  or  other  terms  or  conditions  of  such 
loan  or  other  financial  assistance  because  of  the  race,  sex,  color,  religion,  or  national  origin  of 
such  applicant. 

Sec.  4-  Discrimination  in  Employment.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  discriminate  against  any  person 
by  excluding  from  or  failing  or  refusing  to  extend  to  a  person  equal  opportunities  in  securing  employment 
or  in  advancing  within  an  employing  organization  after  having  secured  employment  because  of  race,  sex, 
color,  religion,  or  national  origin;  provided,  however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person 
as  herein  defined  who  employs  less  than  six  persons. 

Sec.  5.  Discrimination  by  Labor  Organizations.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  labor  organization 
to  deny  full  and  equal  membership  rights  to  any  applicant  for  membership  or  to  fail  or  fefuse  to 
classify  properly  or  reger  for  employment  any  member  solely  because  of  race,  color,  religion,  or 
national  origin. 

Sec.  6.  Discrimination  in  Public  Accommodations.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  establishment 
which  caters  or  offers  it  services  or  facilities  or  goods  to  the  general  public  to  discriminate  against 
anyone  because  of  race,  sex,  color,  religion,  or  national  origin. 

ARTICLE  V.  -  PENALTIES 


Sec.  1.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  in  the  sum  not  to  exceed  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500. 0()>).  Each  day  of  violation 
shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  2.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  or  the  application  thereof  to  any 
person  or  circumstance  is  held  invalid,  the  remainddr  of  the  act  and  the  application  of  such  provisions 
to  persons  or  circumstances  other  than  those  as  to  which  it  is  held  invalid,  shall  not  be  affected 
thereby. 

ARTICLE  VI.  -  REPEAL 

Special  Ordinance  No.  2593  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Furt  Wayne,  creating  the  Mayor's 
Commission  on  Human  Relations,  is  hereby  repealed  on  the  effective  date  of  this  Act. 

ARTICLE  VII.  -  EFFECTIVE  DATE

SECTION  1.  Section  14  of  Chapter  36  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  1946, 
as  amended  by  General  Ordinance  No.  2836  and  subsequent  amendments,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following: 


Section  14.  PERMITTED  USES  -  SPECIFIED  DISTRICTS. 

D.  "RA"  District  and  "RB"  District  -  Residence. 

"10.  Multiple  Family  or  Multiple  Group  and  Facilities  - 

Before  an  Improvement  Location  Permit  may  be  issued  for  a  multiple  family  or  multiple 
group  development  containing  two  (2)  dwelling  units  or  more,  the  Commission  shall 
approve  a  preliminary  development  plan  for  the  intire  tract.  The  preliminary  development 
p;an  must  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  at  least  twenty-one  (21)  days  prior  to  the 
scheduled  Commission  meeting.  A  tract  is  herein  defined  as  the  entire  land  proposed 
for  the  apartment  project. 

Development  Plan  Requirements  -  In  determinging  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  a 
preliminaty  development  plan  and  supporting  data,  the  Commission  shall  be  governed 
by  the  following: 

(A)  The  development  plan  shall  meet  the  following  location  criteria: 

(1)  The  location  and  size  of  the  development  would  be  compatible  with  the 
surrounding  area  and  would  not  conflict  with  any  components  of  the  Master 
Plan  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

(2)  The  location  of  the  development  would  provide  direct  access  to  a  secondary 
or  primary  street  of  sufficient  right-of-way  and  improvement  width,  or  a 
residential  street  that  meets  the  minimum  requirements  of  both  right-of- 

way  and  improvement  of  a  secondary  street  unless  waived  by  the  Plan  Commission. 

(3)  Written  approval  is  received  from  the  agency  having  jurisdiction  that  the 
development  would  not  impose  hardships  on  the  following  facilities; 

(a)  Water 
'  (b)  Sewer 

(c)  Streets 

(d)  Schools 

(e)  Parks  &  Playgrounds 

(f)  Fire  Protection 

(g)  Storm  Water  Drainage 

(4)  The  Commission  shall  determine  which  streets  shall  be  dedicated  and  which 
passageways  are  to  be  private  streets  or  parking  lots. 

(5)  If  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  location  of  the  multiple  family 
or  multiple  group  development  would  conflict  with  the  Master  Plan  for  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne  or  would  be  detrimental  to  the  growth  of  existing  uses 

in  the  surrounding  area,  the  Commission  may  disapprove  said  multiple 
development  proposal,  providing,  however,  such  approval  by  the  Commission 
will  not  be  unreasonably  withheld. 

(B)  The  preliminary  development  plan  shall  meet  the  following  standards  and  include 
the  following  information  and  supporting  data :

(1)  No  less  than  2,500  square  feet  of  land  is  devoted  to  any  efficienty,  one  or 
two  bedroom  living  unit.  In  determinging  density  no  part  of  any  existing 
street  right-of-way  or  prrppsed  right-of-way  as  shown  in  the  Thoroughfare 
Plan  shall  be  included. 

(2)  Living  units  having  three  (3)  or  more  bedrooms  shall  have  a  minimum  of  4>000 
square  feet  of  land  per  unit.  In  determining  density  no  part  of  any 
existing  street  right-of-way  or  proposed  right-of-way  as  shown  in  the 
Thoroughfare  Plan  shall  be  included. 

(3)  The  minimum  off-street  parking  requirement  shall  be  one  and  one -half  (l-g-) 
spaces  per  unit  and  must  be  in  an  acceptable location  to  the  building  Served. 

All  parking  spaces  on  public  or  private  streets  shall  be  parallel  to  the  street. 

(4)  All  dedicated  streets  shall  conform  to  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  Sub¬ 
division  Control  Ordinance  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  provide  alignment 
with  the  existing  dedicated  streets. 

(5)  The  maximum  building  coverage  does  not  exceed  thirty  (30)  percent  of  the 
tract,  exclusive  of  streets. 

(6)  Recreation  or  laundry  facilities  be  located  in  a  manner  that  would  serve 
only  the  proposed  multiple  family  complex.  The  use  of  these  facilities 

by  persons  living  outside  this  complex  would  be  a  violation  of  this  ordinance, 

(7)  In  a  multiple  family  or  multixple  group  development,  no  building  shall  be 
closer  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  to  an  adjacent  property  line  in  the  case 
of  a  one-story  building  nor  closer  than  thirty  (30)  feet  in  the  case  of  a 
two-story  building.  The  Plan  Commission  may  waive  front,  side  or  rear 
yard  requirements  if  such  waiver  would  complement  the  plan. 

(8)  Date,  Scale  1"=50',  North  Fbint,  Name  of  Designer  or  Engineer  and  name  and 
address  of  developer  or  tract. 

(9)  Accurate  boundaries  of  proposed  development  and  accurate  location  ££ 
abutting  streets  and  structures. 

(10)  Location,  size,  use  and  capacity  of  all  structures  existing  or  to  be  placed 
on  the  tract. 

(11)  Proposed  point  of  ingress  and  egressfor  the  planned  development  with  proposed 
parking  areas. 

(12)  Existing  and  propcesed  right-ofQway  of  existing  or  proposed  streets,  roads 
and  highways. 

(X3)  Proposed  site  screening  and  landscaping  of  development.  A  minimum  of 
forty  (40)  per  cent  of  all  open  space,  exclusive  of  streets,  shall  be 
devoted  to  landscaping,  unless  waived  by  the  Commission. 

(14)  Proposals  for  sewers,  water,  gas,  electricity  and  storm  drainage  and  the 
necessary  easements  for  these  utilities. 

(15)  Proposals  for  control  of  storm  water  runoff. 

(16)  A  twenty-five  (25)  dollar  application  fee  must  be  paid  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
City  Controller  for  the  processing  of  this  development  plan. 

(17)  The  Commission  shall  determine  the  location  and  type  of  all  additional 
sidewalks. 

If  the  Commission  approves  the  preliminary  development  plan,  the  final  development 

plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  twenty-one  (21)  days  prior  to  their 

scheduled  meeting  and  include  the  original  tracing,  five  (5)  Prints  and  the 

following  additional  information  and  supporting  data:

AN  ORDINANCE  amending  the  Zoning  Ordinance 
by  adding  thereto  "Subsection  N  -  Planned 
Unit  Development". 


BE  IT  "ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Article  III,  Section  14  of  Chapter  36  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 

Indiana,  1946,  as  amended,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

N.  PLANNED  UNIT  DEVELOPMENT. 

1.  Intent.  Ingenuity,  imagination  and  esign  efforts  on  the  part  of  builders,  architects,  site  planners 
and  developers  can  produce  Planned  Unit  Developments  which  are  in  keeping  with  over-all  land  use 
intensity  and  open  space  objectives  of  the  Master  Plan  while  departing  from  the  strict  application 
of  use,  setback,  height  and  minimum  lot  size  requirements  of  several  zones.  The  intent  of  this 
section  is  to  permit  such  flexibility  and  provide  performance  criteria  for  Planned  Unit  Development 
which:  permit  a  creative  approach  to  the  development  of  residential  land;  accomplish  a  more  desir¬ 
able  environment  than  would  be  possible  through  the  strict  application  of  minimum  requirements  of 
the  zoning  code  and  subdivision  code;  provide  for  an  efficient  use  of  land,  resulting  in  smaller 
networks  of  utilities  and  streets  and  therdy  lower  housing  costs;  enhance  the  appearance  of 
neighborhood  through  preservation  of  natural  features,  the  provision  of  underground  utilities 
where  feasible  and  the  provision  of  recreation  areas  and  open  space  in  excess  of  existing  zoning 
and  subdivision  requirements;  provide  an  oppoertunity  for  new  approaches  to  living  environment; 
and  provide  an  environment  of  stable  character  compatible  with  surrounding  residential  reas.

3. 


Voluntary  alternate  procedure.  The  use  of  the  Planned  Unit  Development  procedures  contained  herein 
is  not  mandatory  for  the  development  of  any  parcel  of  ground.  The  intent  and  purpose  of  this 
process  is  to  provide  a  voluntary  alternate  procedure  which  maximizes  the  utilitization  of  land 
primarily  for  the  benefit,  use,  and  enjoymment  of  the  future  resident  s  of  that  area  and  the 
existing  residents  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  its  environs.  In  a  Planned  Unit  Development  open 
space  and  common  recreational  areas  and  facilities  are  the  environment  and  livability  benefits 
furnished  to  the  resident  and  community  in  lieu  of  large  individual  lots. 

Permitted  use.  Pursuant  to  Planning  Act,  of  1947,  Chapter  174,  and  subject  to  the  regulations, 
standards,  and  conditions  set  forth  herein,  Planned  Unit  Developments  shall  be  permitted  in  Fort 
Wayne's  planning  jurisdiction  upon  obtaining  final  development  plan  approval  from  the  Plan  Commission. 
A  special  exception  certification  for  a  Planned  Unit  Development  or  part  thereof  may  be  issued 
only  after  (l)  final  subdivision  approval  thereof  by  the  Plan  Commission,  and  (2)  filing  the 
approved  plan  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Allen  County. 


4.  Location.  Planned  Unit  Developments  are  permitted  only  in  R-l,  R-2,  R-3,  R.A.,  R.B.,  B1A, 

BIB,  B-4,  and  M-l  Zoning  Districts. 

5.  Principales  of  Planned  Unit  Development.  The  Planned  Unit  Development  is  a  permitted  use  designed 

to  provide  for  developments  incorporating  a  single  type  or  a  variety  of  residential  and  related 
uses  which  are  planned  and  developed  as  a  unit.  Such  development  may  consist  of  individual  lots 
or  common  building  sites.  Common  land  must  be  an  essential  and  important  element  of  the  plan 
related  to  effecting  the  long-term  value  of  the  entire  development. 


6.  Standards  and  criteria.  Subject  to  the  provisions  set  forth  herein,  Planned  Unit  Developments  are 
permitted  uses  on  sites  consisting  of  no  less  than  ten  (10)  contiguous  acres  unless  the  Commission 
and  Council  permits  a  lesser  acreage  because  of  unusual  circumstances. 


7 .  Uses  and  Requirements. 


A.  Residential  uses.  Permitted  land  use  requirements  of  the  zone  within'which  a  Planned  Unit 
Development  is  located  shall  apply,  with  the  following  exceptions: 

(l)  Open  space  reservations  may  be  considered  for  population  density  and  building  intensity 
increases: 


(2)  Permitted  types  of  dwelling  units  may  include  single  family  detached  homes,  town  houses, 
garden  apartments  or  high-rise  apartments: 


B. 


(3)  Condominium,  cooperative  individual,  municipal,  or  any  other  type  of  ownership  hereby  is 
permitted. 

Non-residentail  uses.  Non-resid entail  uses,  limited  to  those  specifically  approved  by  the 

Plan  Commission,  are  permitted  in  a  Pianned  Unit  Develppment  provided  that  such  uses  primarily 
are  for  the  service  and  convenience  of  the  residents  of  the  development  and  further  provide  that: 


(1)  No  store  shall  exceed  10,000  square  feet  of  gross  floor  area:  and 

(2)  The  total  mercantile  and  office  space  permitted  within  a  Planned  Unit  Development  shall 
not  exceed  forty  (40)  square  feet  of  gross  floor  area  under  roof  per  dwelling  unit  in  the 
development,  excluding  in  such  computation,  buildings  used  for  non-profit  educational,  recreational 
or  cultural  purposes.  However,  the  Commission  may  exclude  mercantile  and  office  space  if 
adequate  facilities  are  proposed  or  are  existing  in  the  area. 

C.  Minimum  requirements. 

(1)  Yard,  setback,  lot  size,  type  of  dwelling  unit,  height,  frontage  requirements,  and  use 
restrictions  may  be  waived  for  the  Planned  Unit  Development,  provided  that  the  spirit  and 
intent  of  this  section  are  complied  with  in  the  total  development  plan,  as  determined  by  the 
plan  Commission.  The  Plan  Commission  may  determine  that  certain  setbacks  be  required  within 
al  1  or  a  portion  of  the  perimeter  of  the  site  and  shall  exercise  ultimate  discretion  as  to 
whether  the  total  development  plan  does  comply  with  the  spirit  and  intent  of  this  section. 

(2)  Every  dwelling  unit  shall  have  access  to  a  public  street,  walkway  or  other  area  dedicated 
to  common  use. 

(3)  The  approximate  location  of  structures,  shown  on  the  conceptual  development  plan,  shall 
be  so  arranged  as  not  to  be  detrimental  to  existing  or  other  proposed  structures  or  to  the 
development  of  the  niehgborhood. 

D.  Privacy..  Each  development  shall  provide  reasonable  visual  and  acoustical  privacy  for. dwelling 
units.  Fences,  insulation,  walks,  barriers,  and  landscaping  shall  be  used,  as  appropriate,  for 
the  protection  and  aesthetic  enhancement  of  property  and  the  privacy  of  its  occupants,  screening 
of  objectionable  vies,  or  uses  and  reduction  of  noise.  High-rise  building, s  if  permitted, 
shall  be  located  within  a  Planned  Unit  Development  in  such  a  way  as  to  dissipate  any  adverse 
impact  on  adjoining  low-rise  buildings  and  shall  not  invade  the  privacy  of  the  occupants  of 
such  low-rise  building. 
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E.  Off-street  parking.  Parking  convenient  to  all  dwelling  units  and  other  uses,  shall  be. provided 
pursuant  to  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  Rating  Chart  I  of  this  ordinance.  Where  appropria  e, 
common  driveways,  parking  areas,  walks  and  steps  shall  be  provided,  maintained  and  lighte  or 
night  use.  Screening  of  parking  and  service  areas  may  be  required  through  ample  use  of  trees, 
shrubs,  hedges  and  screening  walls. 

F.  Perimeter  requirements.  If  topographical  or  other  barriers  within  two  hundred  (200)  feet  of 
the  perimeter  of  the  development  do  not  provide  reasonable  privacy  for  existing  uses  adjacent  to 
the  development,  the  Plan  Commission  shall  impose  either  of  the  following  requirements,  or  both: 

(1)  Structures  located  on  the  perimeter  of  the  develppment  must  be  set  back  in  accordance  with 

the  providions  of  the  zoning  ordinance  controlling  the  area  within  which  the  development  is  situa  e  ;  an 

(2)  Structures  located  on  the  perimeter  of  the  development  must  be  well  screened  in  a  manner 
which  is  approved  by  the  Commission. 

G.  Interior  streets.  The  minimum  roadway  width  of  two-way  streets  shall  be  twenty- seven  (27) 
feet.  Such  streets  shall  be  paved  according  to  city  specifications  for  residential  streets  and 
maintained  in  good  condition  and  lighted  at  night.  The  Plan  Commission  shall  determine  streets 

the  must  be  dedicated  so  that  proper  behicular  traffic  circulation  is  achieved  between  developments. 

No  angle  parking  shall  be  permitted  on  any  street. 

H.  Sidewalks.  Sidewalks  shall  be  provided  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Plan  Commission. 

I.  Swimming  pools.  All  swimming  pools  within  a  Planned  Unit  Development  shall  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  37  of  the  Municipal  Code. 

8.  Density.  Density  (Dwelling  Units  Per  Acre)  may  be  increased  if  the  character  of  the  development 
and/ or  amenities  incorporated  in  the  development  warrant  such  increases  provided  that  in  no  case 
shall  the  denisty  increase  cause  the  density  of  the  Planned  Unit  Development  to  be  more  than  thirty 
three  (33)  psr  cent  in  excess  of  the  density  which  would  be  achieved  under  standard  zoning  regulations. 

The  Plan  Commission  shall  determine  the  density  which  may  be  permitted  within  the  Planned  Unit 
Development  by  using  theland  use  intensity  Rating  Chart  I  as  a  guide  and  modified  by  any  increases 
indensity  permitted  under  Parqjaaph  8  B  of  this  ordinance.  Any  additional  density  allowed  shall 
beat  the  discretion  of  the  Commission. 

A.  Planned  Unit  Development  in  more  than  one  zone.  If  the  Planned  Unit  Development  is  in  more 
than  one  zone,  the  number  of  allowable  dwelling  units  must  be  separately  calculated  for  each 
portiona  of  the  planned  development  that  is  in  a  separate  zone,  and  must  then  be  combined  to 
determine  the  number  of  dwelling  units  allowable  in  the  entire  Planned  Unit  Development. 

B.  Density  increases.  Density  increase  shall  be  governed  by  the  precepts  listed  below,  which 
are  to  be  treated  as  additive,  and  not  compounded: 

(1)  Open  space  reservation  shall  be  considered  for  density  increases  according  to  the 
following  provision: 

For  improved  and  unimproved  common  open  space 

(A)  The  first  acre  of  common  open  space  per  20  acres  gross,  if  improved,  permits  a 
maximum  increase  of  eight  (8)  per  cent;  if  first  acre  of  common  open  space  is 
unimproved,  six  (6)  per  cent  is  allowed. 

(B)  The  second  acre  of  common  open  space  per  20  acres  of  gross,  if  Improved,  permits  a 
maximum  increase  of  four  (4)  per  cent;  if  unimproved,  three  (3)  per  cent  is  allowed. 

(C)  Each  additional  acre  of  common  open  space  per  20  acres  og  gross,  if  improved,  permits 
a  maximum  increase  of  three  (3)  per  cent;  if  unimproved,  two  (2)  per  cent  is  allowed. 

(2)  Character,  identity  and  architectural  and  siting  variation  incorporated  in  a  development 
shall  be  considered  cause  for  density  increases  not  to  exceed  fifteen  (15)  per  cent, 
provided  these  factors  make  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  objectives  of  a  Planned 
Unit  Development.  The  degree  of  distinctiveness  and  the  desirable  variation  achieved 
shall  govern  the  amount  of  density  increase  which  the  Plan  Commission  may  approve. 

Such  variations  may  include,  but  are  not  limited  to  the  following: 

(A)  Landscaping  (a  maximum  increase  of  five  (5)  per  cent):  Streetscape:  open  spaces 
and  plaza^;  use  of  existing  landscape;  pedestrian  way  treatment;  and  recreational  areas. 

(B)  Siting  (  a  maimum  increase  of  five  (5)  per  cent):  visual  foxal  points;  use  of 
existing  physical  features  such  as  topography;  view;  sun  and  wind  orientation;  circulation 
patter;  physical  environment;  variation  in  building  setbacks;  and  building  groups  (such 

as  clustering). 

(C)  Design  features  (a  maximum  increase  of  five  (5)  per  cent):  Street  sections;  architectural 
sjzyles;  harmonious  use  of  materials;  parking  areas  broken  by  landscape  features;  and 

varied  use  of  house  types. 


c*  When  density  increase  is  not  permitted.  If  the  Plan  Commission  finds  that  any  of  the  following 
conditions  would  be  created  by  an  increase  in  density  permitted  in  sutection  paragraph  8  B, 
it  may  either  deny  any  application  for  increase  in  density,  or,  limit  the  increase  in  density 
by  an  amount  sufficient  to  avoid  the  creation  of  any  of  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  Inconvenienct  or  unsafe  access  of  the  development. 

(2)  Traffic  congestion  in  streets  adjoining  the  development. 

(3)  An  excessive  burden  imposed  on  parks,  recreational  areas,  schools,  and  other  public 
facilities  which  serve  or  are  proposed  to  serve  the  development. 


D.  KctificaLron  of  density  increase.  The  developer  will  be  informed  at  the  time  of  the  approval 
of  the  Planned  Unit  Development,  if  the  Commission  should. grant  additional  density. 

Open  spaces.  "Common  Open  Space"  is  defined  as  a  parcel  or  parcels  of  land  or  an  area  of  water, 
or  a  combination  of  land  and  water,  designed  and  intended  for  the  use  of  enjoyment  of  residents 
of  the  Planned  Unit  Development,  or  of  the  general  public.  Improved  common  open  spaces  may 
contain  accessory  structures  and  improvements  nexessary  or  desirable  for  religious,  educational, 
non- commercial,  recreational,  or  cultural  uses.  A  variety  of  oepn  space  and  recreational  areas 
is  encouraged,  such  as  children's  informal  play  in  close  proximity  to  individual  dwelling  units, 
the  concentration  of  dwellings;  formal  parks,  picnic  areas,  playgrounds;  and  scenic  open  areas 
and  communcal  non- commercial  recreational  facilities.  The  Plan  Commission  shall  have  sole 
discretion  as  in  determinging  if  open  space  is  improved  or  unimproved  space  based  upon  plan 
submitted  by  developer. 

A.  Conveyance  and  maintenance  of  common  open  space.  All  common  open  space,  shown  on  the  final 
development  plan  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Allen  County  must  be  conveyed 
in  accordance  with  one  of  the  following  methods:

(l)  By  dedication  to  the  city  department  responsible  for  maintenance  of  the  parcel,  as 
municipally  owned  and  maintained  common  open  space,  provided  the  parcel  is  acceptable  to 
that  city  department;  or 


(2)  By  leasing  or  conveying  title  (including  beneficial  ownership)  to  a  corporation,  association, 
or  other  legal  entity.  The  terms  of  such  lease  or  other  instrument  of  conveyance  must  include 
pfovision,  suitable  to  the  Plan  Commission  for  ;guaranteeing:  (a)  the  continued  use  of  such 
land  for  the  intended  purposes:  (b)  continuity  or  proper  maintenance  for  those  portions  of 
the  open  space  land  requiring  maintenance:  (c)  when  appropriate,  the  availability  of  funds 
required  for  such  maintenance:  (d)  adequate  insurance  protection;  and  (§)  recovery 
for  loss  sustained  by  casualty,  condemnation,  or  otherwise. 

In  any  event,  the  developer  must  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Plan  Commission,  at  the  time 
the  approved  final  subdivision  plat  is  filed,  legal  documents  which  will  produce  the  aforesaid 
guarantees  and,  in  particular,  will  provide  a  method  for  restricting  the  us  e  of  common  open 
spaces  for  the  designated  purposes. 


B.  Utility  and  continuity  for  common  use.  All  common  open  space  proposed  for  dedication  to  the 

City  of  Fort  Wayne  must  be  acceptable  to  it  with  regard  to  the  size,  shape,  location  and 
improvement.  In  addition,  the  applicant  must  show  that  the  dedication  of  such  areas  as 
common  open  space  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  general  public  of  Fort  Wayne  and  its  environs. 


10.  Improvements . 


A.  Qmrculation  facilities.  The  arrangement  of  public  and  common  ways  for  pedestrian  and  vehicular 
virculation  in  in  relation  to  (father  existing  or  planned  streets  in  the  area  and  to  the  Master 
Plan,  together  with  provisions  fdJr  street  improvements,  shall  be  in  compliance  with  standards 
set  forth  in  subsections  paragraph  7:E  and  paragraph  7:G  above  and  in  the  Subdivision  Control 
Ordinance.  Upon  application  by  developer  and  good  cause  shown,  the  Plan  Commission  may  permit 
changes  or  alterations  of  such  standards  which  are  consistent  with  the  spirit  and  intent  of 
this  section. 


B.  Utilities.  Whenever  reasonably  possible,  all  Planned  Unit  Developments  shall  provide  for 
underground  installation  of  utilities  (including  electricity  and  telephone)  in  both  public 
ways  and  private  extensions  thereof.  Provisions  shall  be  made  for  acceptable  design  and 
construction  of  storm  sewer  facilities  including  grading,  gutters,  piping,  and  treatment  of 
turf  to  handle  storm  waters,  prevent  erosion  and  the  formation  of  dust.  Utilities  and 
maintenance  of  facilities  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  and  regulations  of  the 
Fort  Wayne  Board  of  Public  Works.  A  Planned  Unit  Development  application  shall  not  be 
approved  unless  adequate  assurance  is  given  that  public  or  quasi— public  water  and  sanitary 
sewer  service  will  be  available,  except  that  upon  application  by  the  developer  and  good . cause 
shown.  The  Plan  Commission  may  modify  or  waive  this  requjirement  provided  such  action  is 
consistent  with  the  spirit  and  intent  of  this  section. 

C.  Pedestrian  circulation.  The  pedestrian  circulation  system  and  its  related  walkways . shall  be 
insulated  completely  and  as  reasonably  as  possible  from  the  vehicular  street  system  in  order 
to  provide  separation  of  pedestrian  and  vehicular  movement.  This  shall  include,  when. deemed 
to  be  necessary  by  the  Plan  Commission,  pedestrian  underpass  or  overpass  in  the  vicinity  of 
schools,  playgrounds,  local  shopping  areas,  and  other  neighborhood  uses  which  generate  a 
considerable  amount  of  pedestrian  traffic. 


I 
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11.  Subdivision  review.  It  is  the  intent  of  this  ordinance  that  subdivision  review  under  the 
Subdivision  Control  Ordinance  be  carried  out  as  an  integral  part  of  the  review  of  a  Planned  Unit 
Development  under  this  section.  The  plans  required  under  subsection  -17-  of  this  ordinance  must 
be  submitted  in  a  form  which  substantially  will  satisfy  requirements  of  the  Subdivision  Control 
Ordinance  for  the  preliminary  and  final  plan  approvals.  However,  if  any  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  and  the  Subdivision  Control  Ordinance  are  in  conflict,  the  more  restrictive  or  detailed 
requirements  shall  be  met,  unless  specifically  waived  or  altered  by  the  Plan  Commission. 

It  is  the  intent  of  this  section  to  permit  the  submission  of  final  subdivision  applications  for 
the  whole,  a  part,  or  parts  of  the  overall  Planned  Unit  Development. 

12.  Procedure.  A  genferalized  summary  of  the  steps  for  consideration  and  approval  of  Planned 
Unit  Developments  and  subdivision  plans  relating  thereto  is  as  follows: 

A.  Pre-application  conference  or  conferences  are  held  with  the  Director  of  P&hnning  in  order  to 
obtain  information  and  guidance  in  preparing  the  Planned  Unit  Development  application. 

B.  The  Planned  Unit  Development  application  (conceptual  and  schematic)  with  plans  and  statements 

is  submitted  to  the  Plan  Commission  and  a  public  hearing  is  held. 

C.  If  the  Planned  Unit  Development  plan  is  approved  the  applicant  is  authorized  to  proceed  with 

the  preparation  of  the  preliminary  subdivision  application.  If  the  plan  is  disapproved  then 
the  Commission  shall  state  the  reasons  for  the  rejection  of  the  plan. 

D.  The  preliminary;  subdivision  application  is  filed  with  the  Plan  Commission  for  Commission  action. 

E.  If  the  preliminary  plan  is  approved  the  final  subdivision  plan  is  filed  with  the  Plan 

Commission.  The  Commission  shall  approve,  modify  and  approve,  or  disapprove  the  application 

within  sixty  (60)  days  after  a  complete  application  is  filed. 

F.  The  applicant  is  notified  of  Plan  Commission  action.  Approved  subdivision  plans  shall  be 
recorded  as  required  herein  and  by  the  Fort  Wayne  Subdivision  Control  Ordinance. 

G.  The  applicant  shall  commence  construction  on  the  approved  subdivision  within  six  (6)  months, 
and  begin  construction  in  one  (l)  year  on  the  approved  Planned  Unit  Development  following 
recordation  of  approved  plans.  Upon  failure  to  do  so,  the  Planned  Unit  Development  and 
approvals  are  voidable.  Work  shall  not  colmmence  on  approved  commercial  or  industrial  sites 
until  50%  of  the  Unit  Development  is  completed  and  occupied. 

13.  Applicant.  Planned  Unit  Development  applications  shall  be  filed  in  the  name  or  names  of  the 
recorded  owner  or  owners  of  property  included  in  the  development,  as  shown  in  the  Allen  County 
records.  However,  the  applications  may  be  filed  by  holder(s)  of  an  equitable  interest  in  such 
property.  If  recorded  title  is  changed  for  all  or  any  portions  of  such  property  prior  to  issuing 
final  P.U.D.  approval,  the  records  of  the  Plan  Commission  and  related  documents  shall  be  amended 
to  reflect  such  changes  before  maps  and  documents  are  recorded  by  the  Allen  County  Recorder,  as 
provided  herein. 

14.  Pre-application  conference.  To  obtain  information,  each  applicant  shall  confer  with  the  Director 
of  Planning  and  interested  department  heads  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  the  Planned  Unit 
Development  application.  The  general  outlines  of  the  proposal,  evidenced  schematically  by  sketch 
plans,  are  to  be  considered  before  submission  of  the  Planned  Unit  Development  application.  Thereafter 
the  Mirector  of  Planning  shall  furnish  the  applicant  with  his  written  comments  regarding  such 
conference,  including  appropriate  recommendations  to  inform  and  assist  the  applicant  prior  to 

his  preparing  the  components  of  the  Planned  Unit  Development  application.  It  is  not  required  that 
any  person  requesting  a  pre-application  conference  be  an  owner  or  holder  of  an  equitable  interest 
in  the  subject  property. 

15 .  Planned  Residential  Unit  Application. 

A.  All  Planned  Unit  Development  plans  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Plan  Commission  with  an  application 
in  the  form  to  be  prescribed  by  it.  The  Plan  Commission  shall  charge  for  the  proceeding  of 

the  application  of  the  proposed  improvements,  a  fee  of  One  Hundred  ($100)  Dollars  for  each 
application.  This  fee  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  fee  prescribed  in  the  subdivision  code. 

B.  Within  forty  (40)  days  after  a  complete  Planned  Unit  Development  application  has  been  filed 
with  the  Plan  Commission,  the  Commission  shall  hold  a  public  hearing,  which  shall  be  construed 
as  satisfying  any  requirements  for  a  subdivision  hearing. 

C.  The  Plan  Commission  shall  approve,  modify  and  approve,  or  disapprove  any  such  application 
within  forty  (40)  days  after  the  public  hearing.  The  Planned  Unit  Development  application 
shall  include  the  following: 

(l)  A  declaration  by  the  developer  in  which  there  is  furnished: 

(a)  An  evaluation  of  the  proposed  Planned  Unit  Development,  together  with  the  factors 
considered  in  the  waluation; 

(b)  A  general  statement  regarding  the  nature  and  location  of  common  open  space,  and  the 
means  by  which  the  developer  will  guarantee  its  continuity  and  maintenance: 


(c)  The  general  location  and  purpose  of  all  non-residential  structures: 

(d)  A  general  statement  indicating  the  proposed  types  and  location  of  dwelling  units, 
the  anticipated  population  density  associated  with  each  type;  and 

(e)  The  method  by  which  utilities  will  be  provided. 

(2)  Conceptual  and  schematic  plans  incorporating  the  following  elements: 

(a)  Those  listed  in  subsection  -8-  hereof: 

(b)  Conceptual  plans  of  the  entire  site  showing: 

1.  Existing  contours  accompanied  by  outline  of  grading  plans. 

2.  Typical  cross-sections. 

3.  Drainage  control. 

4.  Conceptual  location  ff  all  main  and  accessory  structures  accompanied  by  an 
outline  explaining  intended  heights,  coverage  and  treatment  of  yards. 

5.  General  outline  of  motor  vehicle  parking  and  loading  provisions. 

6.  General  traffic  circulation  features,  public  and  private  streets,  width  of 
right-of-way  and  roadway,  location  of  vehicular  access  points  thereto. 

7.  Pedestrian  circulation  features,  walks  and  paved  areas. 

8.  Landscaping  and  forestry  features. 

9.  General  nature  and  location  of  public  and  private  utilities  and  community 
facilities  and  services,  including  maintenance  facilities. 

10.  Recreational  and  other  non- building  areas  designated. 

D.  Common  Open  Space  information,  including: 

(1)  Percentage  of  acreage  of  common  open  space  in  each  part  of  the  development. 

(2)  General  nature  of  common  open  space  use. 

(3)  Topographical  factors  affecting  common  open  space. 

E.  A  schematic  plan  summarizing: 

(1)  Resid entail  densities  for  each  part  of  the  development. 

(2)  Maximum  square  footage  of  gross  floor  area  (under  roof)  of  mercantile  and  office  space. 

(3)  Acreage  of  common  open  space  in  each  part  of  the  development. 

F.  A  document  describing  the  proposed  phasing  program  for  the  Planned  Unit  Development  for  all 
dwelling  units,  non-dwelling  structures,  recreational  and  other  common  facilities,  and  open 
space  imppwements . 

16.  Approval,  notice  and  authority  to  proceed. 

A.  Upon  approval  £>f  the  Planned  Unit  Development  application  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  the 
Common  Council,  the  Director  of  Planning  forthwith  shall: 

(1)  Furnish  the  developer  with  written  notice  of  the  approval. 

(2)  Cause  the  Planned  Unit  Development  to  be  noted  on  the  face  of  the  Official  Zoning  Map 
of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  by  outlining  the  boundaries  of  land  affected  thereby. 

(3)  File  in  the  Commission  office  a  certified  copy  of  the  Planned  Unit  Development  conceptual 
and  schematic  plan. 

B.  The  land  described  in  the  above  notice  shall  be  used  only  in  accordance  with  the  uses  and 
densities  shown  on  the  certified  Planned  Unit  Development  conceptual  and  schematic  plan, 
except  as  provided  in  subsection  21. 

C.  When  the  above  procedures  have  been  completed,  the  developer  may  proceed  with  the  preparation 
of  the  preliminary  subdivision  application. 

17.  Subdivision  Processing. 


A.  Subdivision  Plans.  Subdivision  plans  shall  be  submitted  in  accordance  with  the  Subdivision 

Control  Ordinance  to  a  scale  of  1  inch  =  100  feet.  Subdivision  plans  also  shall  show  the 
following: 

(1)  Preliminary 

(a)  Pedestrian  ways  for  general  circulation. 

(b)  Outside  parking  areas. 

(c)  Areas  to  be  kept  open  for  community  use 

(d)  Parcels  for  subsequent  sale  (if  any) 

(e)  Streets  and  easements. 

(2)  Final 

(a)  Exact  engineering  data  on  boundaries,  streets  and  ways,  easements,  parcels  for 
sale  and  monuments,  in  accordance  with  subdivision  ordinance. 

(b)  Cross  reference  to  recorded  Planned  Unit  Development  schematic  plan 

(3)  Final  subdivision  plans  may  be  submitted  for  the  whole  Planned  Unit  Development  at  one 
time,  or  such  plans  may  be  submitted  for  a  part  or  parts  of  the  Planned  Unit  Development 
from  time  to  time. 

B.  Documents. 

(l)  At  the  time  the  preliminary  subdivision  application  is  filed  with  the  Plan  Commission, 
the  developer  also  shall  file: 

(a)  Project  cost  estimates  for  all  public  improvements  in  the  subdivision  plan: 

(b)  Other  statements  required  by  the  subdivision  ordinance. 

18.  Final  Approval.  Within  six  (6)  months  following  the  approval  of  the  preliminary  subdivision 
plan,  the  applicant  shall  file  with  the  Plan  Commission  a  final  subdivision  pain  containing  in 
final  form  all  the  information  required.  Upon  written  request  by  the  applicant,  the  Plan  Commission, 
upon  showing  of  good  cause  by  the  developer,  may  extend  for  six  (6)  months  the  peridd  for  filing 

the  final  subdivision  plan.  Within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  complete  final  subdivision  application 
is  filed,  with  all  necessary  documents  and  exhibits,  the  Plan  Commission  must  approve,  approve 
and  modify,  or  disapprove  it. 

19.  Recording.  Upon  approval  of  the  final  subdivision  application,  the  Plan  Commission  shall  notify 
the  applicant  and  thereafter  the  maps  and  other  related  documents  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office 
of  the  Allen  County  Recorder.  If  the  Plan  Commission  approves  the  final  subdivision  application 
with  modifications,  the  applicant  shall  cause  such  modifications  to  be  made  and  then  proceed  as 
above. 

20.  Failure  to  begin  Planned  Unit  Development. 

A.  If  not  construction  has  begunin  the  Planned  Unit  Development  within  one  (l)  year  from  the 
approval  of  the  Planned  Unit  Development  and  recording  of  documents  said  approval  shall  lapse 
and  be  of  no  further  effect.  The  Plan  Commission,  upon  showing  of  good  cause  by  the  developer, 
may  extend  for  periods  of  one  (l)  year,  the  time  for  beginning  construction. 

Nothing  hfeeein  shall  be  considered  as  affecting  such  lapse  and  revocation  if  the  developer 
commences  construction.  If  construction  commences,  the  final  Planned  Unit  Development 
approval  may  be  modified  only  in  accordance  with  subsection  -21-  hereafter. 

B.  If  the  construction  of  the  improvements  in  any  subdivision  within  a  Planned  Unit  Development 
has  not  begun  within  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  the  approved  subdivision  plan  was  recorded, 
said  subdivision  approval  shall  lapse  and  be  of  no  further  effect.  The  Plan  Commission,  for 
good  cause,  may  extend  for  periods  of  six  (6)  months  the  time  for  beginning  construction. 

Except  as  provided  in  subsection  A,  abobe,  the  lapsing  of  subdivision  approval  shall  not 
result  in  the  lapsing  of  a  Planned  Unit  Development  approval.  Notification  by  registered 
mail  of  such  lapee  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  developer. 

Improvements  are  defined  as  streets,  water,  sewer  and  storm  drainage. 

21.  Revisions  of  approved  final  Planned  Unit  Development.  The  development  shall  conform  (bo  the 
approved  Planned  Unit  Development  plan  and  the  approved  final  subdivision  plan.  The  applicant, 
his  successors  and  assigns  shall  make  no  alterations,  additions  or  deletions  to  the  Planned  Unit 
Development  plan,  the  related  documents,  or  to  the  site,  except  as  provided  herein.  Upon  final 
approval,  changes  may  be  made  only  pursuant  to  a  new  submission  of  a  Planned  Unit  Development 
application  which  shall  be  processed  and  approved  in  accordance  with  this  section.  The  Plan 
Commission  may  authorize  minor  changes,  provided  that  the  overall  density  is  not  increased, 
without  a  new  Planned  Unit  Development  application. 


22 •  PhasinR:  Tiie  establishment  of  common  open  spaces  and  construction  of  public  or  common  recreational 

facilities  shown  on . the  recorded  Planned  Unit  Development  plan  together  with  the  construction  of 
other  non-residentail  structures  shall  proceed  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  phasing 
program  referred  to  in  subsection  15:6. 

After  general  construction  commences,  the  Director  of  Planning  shall  review,  at  least  once  every 
six  (6)  months,  all  building  permits  issued  and  compare  them  to  the  overall  development  phasing 
progam.  If  he  determines  that  the  rate  of  construction  of  residentail  units  or  non-residentaal 
structures  substantially  differs  from  the  phasing  program,  he  shall  so  notify  the  develpper  and 
Building  Commissioner,  in  writing;  thereafter,  the  Building  Commissioner  may  issue  such  orders  to 
the  developer  as  it  sees  fit,  and  upon  continued  violation  of  this  subsection  may  suspend  the 
developer  from  further  construction  of  dwelling  units  or  non-residential  structures  until 
compliance  is  achieved. 

Whenever  the  Plan  Commission  shall  find,  in  the  case  of  any  approved  Planned  Unit 
Development,  that  any  of  the  terms,  conditions,  or  restrictuions  upon  which  such  approval  was 
granted  are  not  being  complied  with,  the  Plan  Commission  may  rescind  &hd  revoke  such  approval. 

Notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  accordance  with  subsection  -20- . 

Violation  of  a  Planned  Unit  Development,  as  approved,  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance.  s

way  and  providing  penalties,  and  repealing 
all  parts  of  ordinance  in  conflict  herewith. 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA:

SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  construct,  operate  or  maintain  a  theater  within 
the  City  without  having  a  valid  license  therefor  in  force  and  effect  under  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  licensee,  ticket  seller,  ticket  taker,  motion  picture 
machine  operator  or  any  other  person  connected  with  or  employed  by  any  licensee  to  show  or  ehibit 
at  an  outdoor  drive-in  theater,  in  the  City,  or  to  aid  or  assist  in  such  exhibitions  any  motion 
picture,  slide,  or  other  exhibit  which  is  visible  from  any  public  street  or  highway  in  which  bare 
buttocks  or  the  bare  female  breasts  of  the  human  body  are  shown  or  in  which  strip-tease,  burlesque 
or  nudist-type  scenes  constitute  the  main  or  primary  material  of  such  movae,  slide  or  exhibit. 

SECTION  3.  "Outdoor  drive-in  theater"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  an  open  lot,  an  open 
area,  or  other  parcel  of  land,  or  part  thereof,  with  its  appurtenant  facilities,  devoted  primarily 
to  showing  of  moving  pictures,  motion  pictures,  or  theatrical  productions,  on  a  paid  admission  basis, 
to  patrons  seated  in  automobiles  or  on  outdoor  seats. 

SECTION  4.  Application  for  license  issued  hereunder  shall  be  made  upon  blank  forms  to  be  prepared 
and  made  available  by  the  City  Controller  and  shall  state : 

(a)  The  name  and  business  address  of  the  applicant  and  the  address  where  such  outdoor  drive-in 
theater  is  located  or  is  proposed  to  be  located. 

(b)  The  number  of  automobiles  and/or  patrons  which  the  outdoor  drive-ij  theater  is  designed  to 
accommodate . 

(c)  The  hours  of  operation  of  said  theater. 

(d)  The  general  character  of  the  performances  to  be  given. 

SECTION  5.  An  application  for  license  hereunder  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  license  fee  of  $25.00  to 
defray  the  expense  of  issuance  of  license,  which  fee  shall  be  returned  to  the  applicant  if  the  license  is 
not  issued.  Any  license  issued  hereunder  shall  be  renewable  on  the  1st  day  of  January  of  each  succeeding 
year  after  the  date  of  issuance  upon  the  payment  of  a  mewal  of  license,  which  fee  shall  be  returned 
to  the  applicant  if  the  license  is  not  issued. 

SECTION  6.  Within  fifteen  days  after  receipt  of  an  application  as  provided  herein,  the  City  Controller 
shall  issue  or  renew  a  license  hereunder  when  he  finds: 

(a)  That  the  applicant  is  capable  of  operating  the  proposed  business  in  a  manner  consistent  with 
public  safety:  and 

(b)  That  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  and  of  all  other  governing  laws  and  ordinances  have 
bean  met. 


SECTION  7.  Any  person  violating  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  planished  by  a  fine  not  to 
exceed  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  such  imprisonment. 

SECTION  S.  Any  person  violating  Section  2  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to 
exceed  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  such  imprisonment. 
Upon  conviction  of  any  person  for  violating  Section  2  of  this  ordinance,  the  Clurt  shall  recommend 
to  the  Mayor  the  suspension  of  the  license  provided  for  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  and  relating 
to  the  outdoor  drive— in  theater  art  which  the  violation  of  Section  2  of  this  ordinance  occurred  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  thirty  (30)  days  and  the  Mayor  thereupon  shall  comply  with  such  recommendation 
and  should  the  Court  fail  to . make  such  recommendation,  the  Mayor  shall  suspend  the  license,  provided 
for  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  and  reiAting  to  the  outdoor  drive-in  theater  at  which  the  violation  of 
Section  2  of  this  ordinance  occurred,  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days.

VI  ♦  Service  Charges  Based  on  Water  Usage  * 

Water  Obtained  from  the  City's  Water  Utility.  The  charges 
made  for  sewerage  service  rendered  to  each  lot,  parcel  of, 
real  estate  or  building  having  any  connection  with  the  City's 
sewerage  system  or  otherwise  discharging  sewage  into  that 
system,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  shall  be  based  upon 
the  quantity  of  water  presumed  to  enter  the  public  sewers 
after  being  used  in  or  on  the  property,  as  the  quantity  is 
measured  by  the  water  meter  or  meters  there  in  use  by  the 
City's  Water  Utility,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

Water  Obtained  from  Other  Sources.  Where  the  property  obtains 
any  part  or  all  of  the  water  used  from  sources  other  than  the 
City  s  Water  Utility,  the  owner  or  the  tenant  may  be  required 
by  the  City  to  install  and  maintain  at  his  own  expense  a  meter 
or  meters  acceptable  to  the  City  for  the  purpose  of' measuring 
the  quantity  of  water  obtained  from  these  other  sources,  or 
the  City  may  determine  the  quantity  of  such  water  by  whatever 
means  and  methods  it  may  find  practicable. 

Exempt  Water  -  General.  Where  a  significant  portion  of  the 
metered  water  does  not  and  cannot  enter  the  sewerage  system, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  and  where  the  quantity  of 
water  entering  the  premises  averages  more  than  2000  cubic 
feet  per  month,  the  person  having  charge  of  the  property  may 
request  permission  from  the  City  to  install  at  his  own  ex¬ 
pense  either  an  approved  meter  or  meters  to  determine  the 
quantity  of  water  that  cannot  enter  the  sewerage  system  or 
an  approved  sewage  measuring  device  or  devices  to  determine 
the  volume  of  sewage  that  actually  enters  the  sewerage  sys¬ 
tem;  when  appropriate,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to  deter¬ 
mine  by  whatever  other  means  and  methods  it  may  find  practic¬ 
able  the  percentage  of  the  property's  metered  water  that 
enters  the  sewerage  system.  In  any  such  case  the  service 
charge  shall  be  based  on  the  quantity  of  water  that  can  or 
actually  does  enter  the  public  sewers  but  in  no  case  shall 

it  be  less  than  the  minimum  charge  for  the  size  of  service 
installed. 

Exemp_t  Water- Sprinkling.  A  residential  water  consumer  shall 
be  billed  for  sewerage  service  rendered  in  the  four  consecu¬ 
tive  monthly  billing  periods  for  which  the  regularly  sched¬ 
uled  meter  readings  are  made  after  June  14  an  amount  based  on 
such  consumer's  average  water  consumption  during  the  two  prior 
months  of  March  and  April.  Averages  resulting  in  fractions  of 
100  cubic  feet  shall  be  raised  to  the  next  whole  number  of  100 
cubic  feet.  In  no  case,  however,  shall  the  charge  be  less  than 
the  minimum  for  the  meter  size  installed.  A  residential  water 
consumer  billed  for  the  first  time  during  the  sprinkling  exemp¬ 
tion  period  shall  be  billed  for  sewerage  service  on  the  basis 
of  the  minimum  charge  for  the  meter  installed. 

The  City  may  allow  an  exemption  for  billing  periods  other  than 
those  cited  above,  provided  the  consumer  demonstrates  to  the 
City's  satisfaction  that  his  sprinkling  load  during  such  period 
or  periods  justifies  an  exemption. 

Notwithstanding  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions,  where  it  is 
evident  that  a  residential  water  consumer  uses  substantially 
more  water  for  non- sprinkling  purposes  during  the  sprinklinq 
period  than  he  does  during  March  and  April,  he  shall  not  be- 
entitled  to  the  sprinkling  exemption  but  shall  be  billed  on 
the  basis  of  the  water  actually  used.  However,  such  consumer 
may,  at  his  own  expense  and  with  the  City's  approval,  install 
a  secondary  meter  or  meters  on  that  portion  of  his  water  supply 
system  which  serves  only  his  sprinkling  load  so  as  to  measure 
directly  the  amount  of  water  that  does  not  enter  the  public 
sanitary  sewer.

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a  residential  water 
consumer  from  electing  to  pay  for  sewerage  service  on  the 
basis  of  the  water  actually  used  in  every  month,  provided 
such  consumer  makes  application  in  writing  to  pay  on  this 
basis  for  at  least  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  next  billing 
following  the  date  of  application. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  residen¬ 
tial  water  consumer  who  uses  any  part  of  his  water  for  any 
commercial  or  industrial  purpose.

!2)  Permit j-ee  Exemption:  The  permit  fee  provisions  of  this  Chapter  shall  not 
apply  to  swimming  pools  and  beaches  operated  by  religious,  educational,  and 
cnantable  institutions  or  governmental  units. 


(3)  Two  or  more  swimming  pools  or  beaches  located  upon  the  same  property  and 
operated  by  the  same  person  shall  be  deemed  a  single  pool  or  beach  for 
permit  fee  purposes. 


Section  3.  Minimum  Requirements  for  Swimming  Pools  and  Beaches: 

All  swimming  pools  and  beaches  shall  comply  with  the  accepted  and  prevailing  sanitary 
and  safety  requirements.  In  determining  the  accepted  and  prevailing  requirements  for 
pools,  the  Health  Officer  shall  be  governed  by  the  regulations  of  the  Indiana  State 
Bjard  of  Health  H,S,E,  16-R  or  as  the  same  may  be  hereafter  changed  or  amended.  Such 
regulations  are  by  reference  incorporated  herein  and  made  part  hereof,  two  copies  of 
which  shall  be  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Board  of  Health 
for  public  inspection. 


The  same  sanitation  standards  applicable  to  the  auxiliary  facilities  of  swimming  pools 
such  as  dressing  rooms,  toilets,  bathing  suits,  etc.,  shall  be  applied  to  such 
auxiliary  facilities  of  beaches. 


Beaches  shall  not  be  located  in  areas  subject  to  pollution  by  sewage.  In  determining 
the  accepted  and  prevailing  sanitary  standards  for  beaches,  the  Sanitary  Officer  shall 
be  governed  by  the  coliform  index  as  conducted  by  the  methods  described  in  "Standard 
Methods _ for  the  Examination  of  Water,  sewage,  and  Industrial  Wastes"  published  jointly 
by  American  Public  Health  Association,  American  Waterworks  Association,  and  Federation 
of  Sewage  in  Industrial  Wastes  Association,  current  edition. 


Whole  body  contact:  The  fecal  coliform  content  (either  in  the  MPN  or  MH  count)  shall 
not  exceed  200  per  100  ml  as  a  monthly  geometric  mean  based  on  not  less  than  5  samples 
per  month;  nor  exceed  400  per  100  ml  in  more  than  10  percent  of  all  the  samples  taken 
during  the  month.  The  months  of  April  through  October,  inclusive,  are  designated  as 
the  recreational  season  for  beaches. 

Section  4.  Inspection  of  Swimming  Pools  and  Beaches: 

(a)  Frequency  of  Inspection:  The  Health  Officer  shall  inspect  swimming  pool  or 
beach  for  which  a  permit  is  required  under  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter 
at  least  once  each  month  during  the  season  for  which  the  pool  is  open,  and 
may  require  tests  and  reports  each  week. 

(b)  Procedure  when  violations  noted:  If  during  the  inspection  of  any  swimming 
pool  or  beach,  the  Health  Officer  discovers  the  violation  of  any  of  the 
sanitary  requirements  in  Section  3  of  this  Chapter,  he  shall  issue  a 
written  order  listing  such  violations  to  the  operator  or,  in  his  absence, 
to  the  person  in  charge  and  fixing  a  time  within  which  the  said  operator  of 
said  swimming  pool  or  beach  shall  abate  and  remedy  such  violations,  A  copy 
of  the  written  order  shall  be  filed  in  the  records  of  the  Health  Department, 

(c)  Authority  to  Inspect  and  to  Copy  Records:  The  operator  of  the  swimming  pool 
or  beach  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the  Health  Officer,  permit  access  to  all 
parts  of  such  swimming  pool  or  beach  and  shall  permit  copying  any  or  all 
records  relating  to  the  enforcement  of  this  Chapter. 

(d)  Inspection  outside  of  the  City:  Any  person  desiring  inspection  of  a  pool 
or  beach  outside  of  the  City  shall  pay  to  the  City  a  fee  of  $15  for  each 
inspection  requested. 

Section  5.  Suspension,  Revocation  and  Reinstatement  of  Permits: 

(a)  Suspension  of  Permit:  Any  permit  issued  under  this  Chapter  may  be  temporarily 
suspended  by  the  Health  Officer  without  notice  or  hearing,  except  as  herein 
provided,  for  a  period  of  not  to  exceed  30  days,  for  any  of  the  following 
reasons :

If  upon  a  second  inspection  the  Health  Officer  finds  that  any  swimming  pool  or 
beach,  which  was  in  violation  on  a  previous  inspection,  and  concerning  which  a 
written  order  was  issued,  is  again  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Chapter,  the  Health  Officer  shall  furnish  evidence  of  the  violation  to  the  City 
Attorney,  who  shall  prosecute  all  persons  violating  said  provisions  of  this 
Chapter , 

Section  7.  Rules  and  Regulations: 

The  Health  Officer  is  hereby  empowered  to  make  rules  and  regulations  to  carry 
out,  interpret  and  make  effective  the  provisions  of  this  Chaper:  provided  that 
all  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  recorded  in  a  permanently  bound  book 
kept  for  such  purposes  and  open  to  the  general  public  inspection  .  and  provided 
further  that  no  such  regulation  or  rule  shall  be  effective  for  a  period  longer 
than  sixty  (60)  days  unless  formally  ratified  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City, 


Section  8.  Severability: 

Should  any  section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause  or  phrase  of  this  Chapter  be 
adjudged  invalid  or  unconstitutional  for  any  reason,  the  remainder  of  this 
Chapter  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

Section  9.  Penalty: 

Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  Chapter  shall  be  subject  to  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  $300.00  for  each  offense.  Each  and  every  violation  of. 
the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  and  each  day  that  the  same  continues  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  separate  offense. 

SECTION  2.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  effective  June  1,  1971  after  passage,  approval 
by  the  Mayor,  and  publication  as  required  by  law;  provided,  however,  that  because  of  the 
time  requjired  for  initial  inspection  of  existing  pools  and  corrective  measures,  no  permit 
will  be  required,  in  1971  if  a  proper  application  for  permit  has  been  made  and  the  fee  paid.

AN  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  proclaim  an 
emergency  and  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  declare  a  curfew 
and  to  promulgate  regulations,  and  providing  penalties 
and  amending  the  Municipal  Code. 

WHEREAS,  violence  has  occurred  in  the  streets  of  Fort  Wayne,  forcing  the  Common  Council  to  face  the 
possibility  that  it  may  occur  again; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  If  the  Mayor  finds  that  by  reason  of  widespread  violence  or  threats  of  imminent  violence 
endangering  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens  of  Fort  Wayne  a  state  of  emergency  exists,  the  Mayor  is 
hereby  authorized  to  declare  a  curfew,  and  to  promulgate  regulations  appropriate  to  deal  with  the  emergency 
in  all  or  any  part  of  the  area  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City. 

SECTION  2.  Such  regulations  may  include  a  curfew  for  all  or  any  part  of  the  City  or  restrictions  on 
the  sale  or  transportation  of  firearms  or  ammunition  or  liquor  or  gasoline  or  kerosene  or  similar  combustible 
fuel.  The  regulations  may  also  restrict  assemblages  of  more  than  ten  persons. 

SECTION  3.  Such  proclamation  and  the  regulations  promulgated  thereunder  shall  immediately  be  given  to 
all  news  media  in  the  City  and  notice  thereof  given  by  all  means  reasonably  available;  including  notice  to 
each  member  of  the  Common  Council  in  person  or  by  phone  call  or  delivery  to  his  home.  Any  five  or  more  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  may  modify  or  rescind  such  regulations. 

SECTION  4.  All  police  officers  are  authorized  to  arrest  and  retain  in  custody  all  persons  reasonably 
suspected  of  violation  of  the  regulations  so  promulgated.  All  persons  so  arrested  shall  be  taken  before  the 
Judge  of  the  City  Court  or  the  Circuit  Court  within  thirty  hours  after  arrest  or  as  soon  after  the  elapse 
of  thirty  hours  as  the  Courts  may  be  available,  provided  that  such  action  is  not  interfered  with  by  violence 
or  threats  of  violence. 

SECTION  5.  Any  person  willfully  violating  the  regulations  so  promulgated,  and  any  person  defying  any 
police  officer  engaged  in  enforcing  such  regulations,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  to  exceed  $100 
for  each  violation  and  to  imprisonment  for  not  to  exceed  thirty  days. 


SECTION  6.  Chapter  7  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  1946,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  above  sections  as  Article  I  thereof.  The  sections  presently  in  said  Chapter 
shall  constitute  Article  II  of  said  Chapter  7.
